2 DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 


PROVINCIAL BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Provincial Board of Health met on five occasions during 
the year. The agenda of each meeting contained a variety of 
subjects for consideration, all of which would have a bearing 
on the health and life of the people of the province. A review of 
some of the major items is contained in this report. 


There was no change in the membership of the Board during 
the year. Dr. A. Somerville, Provincial Medical Officer of Health, 
was Chairman, and Dr. R. D. Stuart, Provincial Bacteriologist, 
and Mr. H. L. Hogge, Provincial Sanitary Engineer, were mem- 
bers. 


REGULATIONS PASSED OR AMENDED DURING THE YEAR 


O.C. 335-55 approved new regulations governing restaurants. 
These regulations replaced the former regulations. Certain regu- 
lations previously contained in the Food and Drink Regulations 
were transferred to the Restaurant Regulations and certain 
changes in order were made for the greater convenience of inter- 
ested persons. Provision was made for the use of single service 
utensils. It was etablished that restaurants must provide three- 
sink systems for dishwashing by January 1, 1956. The new 
regulations also provide for the use of registered mail for the 
delivery of closure notices and require that copies of such notices 
must be forwarded to the Provincial Board of Health. 


O.C. 336-55 approved new regulations governing food and 
drink. These regulations replaced the former regulations. The 
principle change was that certain of the former regulations which 
applied directly to restaurants were transferred to the Restaur- 
ant Regulations. 


O.C. 337-55 approved new regulations governing trailer 
coaches and trailer coach parks. The former regulations govern- 
ing auto trailer houses were rescinded. The section of the new 
regulations applying to trailer coaches is more in keeping with 
the improved design of these mobile residences than were the 
requirements of the old regulations. The regulations dealing 
with trailer coach parks provide for proper spacing, for suitable 
toilet accommodation, for adequate disposal arrangements and 
other public health requirements. The standards established by 
these regulations will provide more healthful living accommoda- 
on for the increasing numbers of persons who reside in mobile 

omes. 


O.C. 1098-55 approved an amendment to the regulations 
for the control of communicable diseases. This amendment per- 
mits treatment by persons who confine their treatment to prayer 
and spiritual means in the practise of the religion of any well 
recognized church, provided, the person obtains the permission 
of the local health authority to enter or leave isolated premises. 


During the year a number of cases of persons who were 
suffering from tuberculosis in an infectious form and who were 
refusing treatment were drawn to the attention of the Board. 
After proper investigation of the cases, the Board issued seven- 
teen orders covering the removal of such persons to hospitals and 
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sanatoria for treatment under the provisions of the Communic- 
able Disease Regulations. Twenty such orders were issued in the 
year 1954. 


The Board kept the sanitation of the province’s major rivers 
under continual review. The increasing use of the North Saskat- 
chewan River for the disposal of municipal sewage and industrial 
wastes has required continuous vigilance. Instructions concern- 
ing the amount of polluting materials which may be emptied into 
this river were issued by the Board to municipalities and indus- 
tries. The Board also issued instructions to cities and towns using 
the South Saskatchewan River concerning the minimum treat- 
ment they must provide for sewage before emptying it to the 
river. The progress being made towards meeting the Board’s 
instructions, by communities using the Bow River and its tribu- 
taries was followed. 


Many other matters received attention during the year. 
Some of these were swimming pool safety, location of sewage 
lagoons, supervision of persons using radio-active materials and 
sanitation in restaurants, slaughter houses, industrial camps, 
barber shops and beauty culture parlours. In these and other 
matters the Board gave its guidance and assistance to the various 
Divisions of the Department and to Local Boards of Health so 
that activities could be correlated into a broad program designed 
to improve the health of the people of the province. 


LEGISLATION PASSED DURING THE YEAR 


Hospitalization and Treatment Services Act 
Amendment Act (Chapter 27) 


This Act amended The Hospitalization and Treatment Serv- 
ices Act, being Chapter 56 of the Statutes of Alberta, 1953. 


The hospitalization benefits heretofore authorized under 
The Hospitals Act were increased by 10% in the case of muni- 
cipalities and hospital districts that make provision for supplying 
both standard ward care and special hospital services to their 
ratepayers and contract holders, under the prevailing hospital- 
ization grant plan. 


This required an extensive amendment to the provisions 
now in force and as this Act is more appropriate for the inclusion 
of these provisions in any event, the authority for the hospital- 
ization grants was placed in and amended in this Act. 


This in turn, required some slight formal changes to the ex- 
isting Act, particularly in section 2, the definition section. 


Section 3 was amended for the purpose of preventing claims 
for hospitalization or treatment services by the dependants of 
persons who have recently moved into the province but are re- 
ceiving old age assistance from the province because of provincial 
reciprocal arrangements. 


Section 5 was amended for the purpose of restricting the 
provision of hospitalization or treatment services to the recipient 
of old age assistance or a blind person’s pension to those who, 
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because of limited means, are not likely to be able to provide the 
same for themselves. 


A new section, being section 6a, was added to enable the 
Minister to make a hospitalization agreement with a local author- 
ity instead of the hospital board in a case where the hospital is 
owned by the municipality. 


Section 10 was amended to permit a limited subsidy being 
paid to organizations if they provide a plan of insurance covering 
medical, surgical and obstetrical services for the residents of 
Alberta. 


A new section 11 was introduced into the Act to make pro- 
vision for the hospitalization grant plan. Sections 11 and 13 were 
renumbered and section 12 was repealed. Section 12, the section 
providing for regulations under the Act was replaced by a new 
section 12 authorizing regulations of a more general nature. 


This Act came into force on April 1, 1955. 


Hospitals Act Amendment Act (Chapter 23) 


This Act amended The Hospitals Act, being chapter 184 of 
the Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. 


This Act, which originally was enacted to regulate and gov- 
ern hospitals in the province, has in the years since its enact- 
ment become the vehicle for the ‘“‘dollar-a-day” hospitalization 
plan. As a result of a proposed enlarging of the hospitalization 
plan, the sections of this Act dealing with that subject were re- 
pealed and the hospitalization plan provisions have been placed 
in The Hospitalization and Treatment Services Act, which was 
enacted in 1953 and which is a more appropriate Act for the 
hospitalization legislation. 


The repeal of these sections made other changes necessary, 
particularly in section 2, the definition section. 


Section 3 was amended. Subsection (1) authorizes the pay- 
ment of a grant based on the patient-days of patients in an active 
treatment hospital. This is substantially the same as the previous 
legislation but the grant will no longer be dependent on the filing 
of prescribed returns with the Department of Public Health. 
Subsection (2) authorizes the payment of an additional grant 
when a hospital receiving the per diem grant provides special 
facilities for any class or group of patients. Previously, the extra 
grant was restricted to hospitals providing special facilities for 
the treatment of particular diseases. 


Section 4, subsection (1) is a redrafting of the present sec- 
tion. In addition, power is given by clause (c) thereof to the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council to make regulations governing 
the conditions under which a per diem grant or any other public 
assistance may be made to a hospital. 


This Act came into force on April 1, 1955. 
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Mental Defectives Act Amendment Act (Chapter 11) 


This Act amended The Mental Defectives Act, being chapter 
191 of the Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. 


Section 10 was amended to make it clear that this section is 
dependent on the proceedings instituted under section 6, and does 
not set out a distinct proceeding. 


Section 15 was amended. The terminology used in subsection 
(2) was altered to correspond to the terms used in subsection 
(1). Subsection (5) was replaced by a new subsection which 
sets out a new test to determine the residence of a mentally de- 
fective person. The new test of residence is premised upon the 
parents’ residence as determined by the appropriate municipal 
Act, and is similar to the test applied for residence of children 
under The Child Welfare Act. The residence test is made applic- 
able to cases arising after this Act came into force. 


This Act came into force on April 1, 1955. 


Statute Law Amendment Act, 1955, (Chapter 38), re 
The Mental Diseases Act 


Section 38 amended The Mental Diseases Act, being chap- 
ter 192 of the Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. Section 9, sub- 
section (1) was amended to make it clear that a magistrate who 
has found a person to be mentally diseased and dangerous to be at 
large may commit him to the custody of a mental diseases hos- 
pital as an alternative to committing him to the nearest gaol, if 
in the opinion of the magistrate he should not be committed to 
gaol. 


This Act came into force on April 6, 1955. 


Municipal Hospitals Act Amendment Act (Chapter 22) 


This Act amended The Municipal Hospitals Act, being 
chapter 185 of the Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. 


The Municipal Hospitals Act is being used in areas of the 
Banff National Park to provide municipal hospital districts. It 
is therefore necessary to make some changes in this Act to refer 
particularly to such an area. 


Section 2, clauses (b) and (1) were amended to have the 
definition of “contributing council” and “ratepayer’, respec- 
tively, apply in National Park areas. 


Section 3, subsection (2) was amended to bring a reference 
up to date. 


Section 11, subsection (5) was amended to refer to a hos- 
pitalization agreement which may be made under The Hospital- 
ization and Treatment Services Act. The provisions here referred 
to were originally in The Hospitals Act only, but are now divided 
between these two Acts. 
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Section 68, subsection (3) was amended to correct a refer- 
ence. 


The Schedule was amended for the same purpose. 
This Act came into force on April 1, 1955. 


Psychiatric Nurses Training Act (Chapter 31) 


This is a new Act to be known as “The Psychiatric Nurses 
Training Act”. It makes provision for the training, qualifying 
and practice of psychiatric nurses. 


An advisory committee, of which the Director of the Divi- 
sion of Mental Health is chairman, is established to perform such 
functions in respect of the training, qualifying and practice of 
psychiatric nurses as the Minister of Health may prescribe by 
regulations. 


The Minister is also given power to make regulations with 
the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council respecting 
the studies and examinations to be undertaken by student psy- 
chiatric nurses, the services they may render when they have 
qualified, and the granting of certificates to them. 


A certificate granted to a qualified psychiatric nurse only 
entitles the holder to render nursing services within his own 
specialized field, and then only when working under the super- 
vision of a medical practitioner or in an employment approved 
by the advisory committee. The certificate also entitles the holder 
e use the title “Psychiatric Nurse” or the abbreviations “Psych. 


This Act came into force on April 1, 1955. 


Public Health Act Amendment Act (Chapter 30) 


This Act amended The Public Health Act, being chapter 183 
of the Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. 


Section 7, subsection (1) was amended to include a reference 
to air pollution and defilement in the listing of the powers of the 
Provincial Board of Health to make orders, rules or regulations. 
This will enable that Board to prescribe rules for the prevention 
of air pollution. 


Section 37 was amended to increase the penalties for a con- 
travention of a rule or regulation made in respect of nuisances 
arising out of trades or businesses, or made for the prevention 
of water or air pollution. 


This Act came into force on April 1, 1955. 


Statute Law Amendment Act, 1955, (Chapter 38), re 
The Solemnization of Marriage Act 


Section 19 amended the note to Form E in the Schedule of 
The Solemnization of Marriage Act, being chapter 303 of the 
Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. This was necessitated by the 
revised Criminal Code, being chapter 51 of the Statutes of 
Canada, 1953-54, which was assented to on June 26, 1954, and 
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came into force on the Ist of April, 1955. The references in 
Alberta Statutes to the Code and its sections, references and pro- 
cedures will be out of date when the new Code comes into force, 
as the Code sections have been renumbered, procedures varied or 
dropped and references altered. The Act brings the references in 
the Alberta Statutes in line with the new Code, by either 
changing the section numbers or rewording the references to fit 
the procedure or offences described and set out in the new Code. 


Statute Law Amendment Act, 1955, (Chapter 38), re 
The Venereal Diseases Prevention Act 


Section 20 amended section 4, subsection (1), clause (a) of 
The Venereal Diseases Prevention Act, being chapter 196 of the 
Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. This was necessitated by the 
revised Criminal Code, being chapter 51 of the Statutes of 
Canada, 1953-54, which was assented to on June 26, 1954, and 
came into force on the 1st of April, 1955. The references in 
Alberta Statutes to the Code and its sections, references and pro- 
cedures will be out of date when the new Code comes into force, 
as the Code sections have been renumbered, procedures varied or 
dropped and references altered. The Act brings the references in 
the Alberta Statutes in line with the new Code, by either changing 
the section numbers or rewording the references to fit the pro- 
cedure or offences described and set out in the new Code.

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Division of Communicable Diseases 


_C. E. ANDERSON, M.D., Director 


The responsibility of this Division relates to the control of 
communicable diseases except tuberculosis and venereal diseases 
which are reported under their respective Divisions. The pro- 
vincial services are supervision, consultations with local authori- 
ties, communicable disease statistics and records, and the distri- 
bution of biological products for control. 


POLIOMYELITIS 


There were 224 cases of polio reported during the year. This 
was down from 550 cases in 1954 which, in turn, was less than the 
record high of 1,399 cases in 1953. 


For the first time an immunizing agent for polio was avail- 
able for general distribution. Most of the children who were in 
Grades I and II, and a few in higher grades received two doses 
of vaccine, a total of 48,984 children being immunized. In addi- 
tion, a number of women who were in the later stages of preg- 
nancy were inoculated. Gamma globulin was supplied for the 
protection of family contacts. A check on the polio incidence in 
these children and in similar children across Canada indicated 
that a substantial degree of protection was obtained. This pro- 
tection was most noticeable in a reduction of paralyzed cases and 
a less noticeable reduction in the number of non-paralytic cases. 


RABIES 


There were 54 rabid animals identified in Alberta during 
1955. All of these were found north of the North Saskatchewan 
River and practically all of them were north of the Athabasca 
River. This indicates a continued decline in the number of rabid 
animals found. In relation to these animal cases and other sus- 
picious incidents, 90 individual packages of rabies vaccine have 
been supplied for human use. How much of this was actually used 
is uncertain but it is presumed that most of it was. No cases of 
human rabies have been reported. 


SERA AND VACCINES 


The province provides sera and vaccines without charge for 
the prevention and treatment of communicable diseases. This 
material is used mainly in relation to Smallpox, Diphtheria, 
tae Cough, Tetanus, Typhoid and Rocky Mountain Spotted 

ever. 


Gamma globulin is supplied for the prevention of Polio, In- 
fectious Hepatitis and Measles. The amounts distributed are 
shown in the report of the Provincial Laboratories.

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DIVISION OF ENTOMOLOGY 


J. H. BROWN, B.Sc., M.Sc., F.A.P.H.A., Director 


The Division of Entomology deals with insect-borne diseases, 
with particular attention being paid to Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever and Colorado Tick Fever (serious human diseases carried 
by ticks) ; Bubonic Plague (a human disease carried by rats, 
gophers and fleas); Tularaemia (commonly called Deer-Fly 
pon and Encephalomyelitis (a disease transmitted by mos- 
quitoes). 


Other insect problems, such as fly and mosquito control, in- 
secticides, insect infestations in foodstuffs and insect pests of 
institutions, fall within the work of the Division. Furthermore, 
a considerable amount of time is devoted to determining the dis- 
tribution of insects, ticks, and mites that are involved in the 
transmission of human diseases. 


TICK SURVEY 


Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever Ticks are well established in 
Alberta. Their known and supposed range embraces all of that 
part of Alberta south of a line from Empress west to Calgary, 
and thence north and west in the foothills and mountains north 
to Fort St. John, B.C. 


A great amount of economic activity, — including hydro- 
power development, oil surveying and drilling, and pulp and 
paper development is now being undertaken in the foothills and 
mountain areas. As a large number of persons are employed in 
these activities, it is essential that a knowledge of the Insect- 
borne Diseases present in the areas be obtained so that the neces- 
sary Public Health steps for the protection of human health can 
be undertaken. 

1. Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever: This is a seasonal 
disease occurring from April to September, but being most com- 
mon during June and July. It is transmitted to man through the 
bite of an infected tick. The fatality rate in Alberta was approxi- 
mately 80%, but has been reduced by the use of newer antibiotics. 
The incidence of the disease has been reduced through vaccina- 
tion. In Alberta it is transmitted by the Spotted Fever Tick and 
the Rabbit Tick. 

(a) Cases: There were no cases of Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever reported in 1955. 

(b) Vaccinations: The use of Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever vaccine as a protection against Spotted Fever is well-estab- 
lished in Alberta. It is given in three 1-cc doses one week apart 
and confers protection for one year. 

During 1955 a total of 1,240 doses were given. Of these 353 
were given at Manyberries, 66 at Redcliff, 89 at Medicine Hat, 24 
at Elkwater and Thelma, and 708 at Ralston. 

A large number of drilling and seismographic crews se- 
cured vaccine during 1955 for the protection of their personnel 
working in the foothills and mountain areas. 

2. Collections: During 1955 a total of 1,947 ticks were collect- 
ed. Of these 71 were taken from small wild animals and 1,876 
were collected from grass by means of a cloth flag. 
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3. Infected Ticks: There was evidence of low grade mildly 
infective or immunizing strains obtained in the following collec- 
tions of ticks :—

4. Colorado Tick Fever: The third record of Colorado Tick 
Fever in Canada was made in 1954 when one lot totaling 30 ticks 
collected at Brooks was found to be infected. 


At present there is no treatment other than supportative 
treatment in hospital. 


There were no tick collections positive for Colorado Tick 
Fever in 1955. 


The finding of Colorado Tick Fever infection in ticks in the 
Brooks area is indicative of the situation that is developing in 
regard to tick-borne infections. 


PLAGUE SURVEY 


1. Bubonic Plague: Syivatic or Bubonic Plague is a serious 
human disease. It is carried by rats, gophers and mice; and the 
fleas that infest such rodents. It is transmitted to man through 
handling plague infected animals and by the bite of infected 
fleas. Although no human cases have occurred in Alberta in recent 
years the presence of the disease in gophers and fleas constitutes 
a continuing health hazard. 


2. Distribution: Two very large areas of piague infection, 
one centering on Hanna and the other on Brooks, exist in Alberta. 
In both of these areas plague-infected gophers and plague-infect- 
ed gopher fleas are present in large numbers. The plague situa- 
tion in the Brooks district is bad as the disease is spreading 
amongst the gophers and beginning to invade thickly settled 
areas. 


3. Animals Involved: Most of the plague infection has been 
found in the prairie gopher as it is the most plentiful of the 
susceptible animals. However, there are indications that the 
“pallid vole’ (a small field mouse) is also carrying the infection. 
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4, Collections: During the course of the Plague Survey in 
1955, 56 collections were made consisting of 441 animals, of 
which 327 were shot and 114 trapped. A total of 889 fleas and 18 
tissue specimens, mostly from the prairie gopher, were recovered 
and submitted to the laboratory for bactereological examination. 
No positives have been reported as the laboratory work has not 
been completed. 


5. Fleas Involved: It is now known that there are 14 species 
of fleas in Alberta that are capable of transmitting plague from 
infected animals to man. Fortunately most of these species are 
not very numerous, and in many cases their distribution is lim- 
ited. However, their presence indicates that in the event of an 
outbreak of plague there are sufficient vectors present to build it 
up to epidemic proportions. 


FLY CONTROL 


1. Myiasis: Myiasis is a condition wherein fly maggots in- 
vade animal tissue and set up serious complications. 


Cases: There were no cases of myiasis reported in 1955. 


2. Lethbridge Fly Control Districts: The fly control pro- 
gram was very successful, with the benefits being received by the 
towns, villages and dairy farmers participating far outweigh- 
ing the actual cost. It is anticipated that the program will be- 
come an integral part of the basic sanitation program in that 
area, as many of the towns in the original project have now pur- 
chased their own equipment. 


3. Camrose Fly Control: During the summer of 1953 the 
Town of Camrose became interested in a Fly Control Program. 
In order to achieve maximum results in the short time available it 
was recommended that the whole town be “fogged” by an insec- 
ticide. A commercial pest control firm was engaged and good 
results were obtained. 


During 1954 the Town Council purchased a “Tifa” fogging 
machine, on the recommendation of this Division, and has had 
excellent results. They are expanding their program. 


MOSQUITO CONTROL 


1. Edmonton: A partial control program was undertaken 
but due to the continuous wet weather its efficiency could not be 
evaluated. 


2. Medicine Hat: The City Council and Local Medical Offi- 
cer of Health are very interested in starting a control program 
within the City Limits, and this Division is prepared to advise 
them as to the best methods to follow. 


3. In Irrigated Districts: The mosquito problem in irriga- 
ted districts is directly connected with the use of water. Any 
control measures proposed would have to be developed in con- 
junction with the management of the district. 


4. Number of Species Present: To date 31 species of mos- 
quitoes are known to be present; six of these are transmitters of 
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Equine encephalomyelitis. Considerable effort is being devoted to 
determining the distribution of Culex tarsalis, which is of con- 
siderable importance in the transmission of encephalomyelitis. 


A number of species of mosquitoes have been shown to be 
capable of transmitting the virus. Six of these species are pres- 
ent in Alberta, with Culex tarsalis (which is a common mos- 
quito), being the most important transmitting agent. The dis- 
tribution of the mosquitoes involved is being determined. 


LEPTOSPIROSIS 


1. The Disease: Leptospiral infection in man is a febrile 
disease characterized by involvement of the kidney and of the 
spleen. 


2. Infection in Nature: There are numerous strains of lep- 
tospira, many of which are found in domestic and native wild 
animals. During 1955 a number of specimens from native rodents 
were collected for the Provincial Laboratory. 


SCHISTOSOMIASIS 


1. The Disease: Schistosome dermatitis is commonly called 
“swimmers itch’. The cause of the itching is the penetrating of 
the skin by a small forked-tailed parasite (cecariae). 

2. Distribution: This condition is quite common in many of 
our prairie resort lakes. Control measures recommended by this 
Division have proven effective in the majority of cases. 


LEECHES 


During July of 1955 an infestation of Leeches—“Glossipho- 
nia (helobdella) stagnalis, became noticeable in Lake Linnet, 
Waterton Lakes National Park, and caused great concern through 
their habit of attaching to the legs and feet of the bathers. At the 
request of the Park Superintendent, an examination of the lake 
was made and it was found that this species of leech is an ecto- 
parasite of fish and under normal conditions does not attach to 
man. A further examination showed that two years previously 
the fish native to the lake,—mostly mudsuckers had been de- 
stroyed and the lake stocked with trout. The destruction of the 
mudsuckers had removed the usual hosts for the leeches and in 
seeking new hosts they became attached to the feet and legs of 
the bathers. 


An effective control was devised by :— 


1. Building a wooden trough 6 feet long, 3 feet wide and 
1 foot high which was fastened to the base of the Life Guard’s 
stand. This trough was filled with a 10 percent solution of Dairy 
Salt and lake water, and instructions were left for all swimmers 
and bathers to wade through the trough immediately after com- 
ing out of the lake. The salt solution killed the leeches and they 
were then easily brushed off. 


2. Approximately 3 pounds of calcium chloride per 1000 
square feet of lake bottom was applied to the bathing area with 
excellent results. The calcium chloride was applied from a boat, 
and as the particles were quite large they sank to the bottom be- 
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fore dissolving,—thus placing the killing agent in close proximity 
to the leeches which are confined to the surface of the silt on the 
bottom of the lake. Two treatments a week gave excellent short- 
time control. 


However, the answer to the whole problem is the construc- 
tion of a proper swimming pool, and the reserving of Lake Lin- 
net for boating and fishing. 


MYCOLOGY 


1. The organisms involved are fungi (mould-like growths). 
These fungi attack man and many species of wild and domestic 
animals where they invade the lungs and set up serious complica- 
tions. In fact there is some difficulty in distinguishing fungi 
lesions from T.B. lesions. 


2. Results: During the past five years the collections made 
by the Field Crews have shown that certain kinds of the fungi are 
well-established in Alberta. During the course of the Mycology 
Survey in 1955, a total of 23 animals were received, of these 14 
were shot and 9 were trapped at the Towns of Camrose, Stettler, 
Red Deer, and High River. These were collected for Dr. Car- 
michael’s studies at the Provincial Laboratory. 


LABORATORY 


1. Insect Collection: Good progress is being made in ar- 
ranging the collection of insects and ticks injurious to human 
health. 


2. Insect Infestations in Foodstuffs: The infestation of 
foodstuffs, particularly flour, rolled oats, dry cereals, raisins, 
currants, nuts, etc., with insects has become a serious problem 
and complaints are "constantly received from purchasers of such 
infested materials. Representations were made through the 
Dominion Council of Health to the Department of National 
Health and Welfare to have the Food and Drug Inspectors become 
more active in this work, and it is understood that the Food and 
Drug Inspectors have now been authorized to do so. This is a 
very worthwhile move as the Dominion Inspectors can now deal 
with infested material originating outside Alberta. 


3. Vaporizers: Vaporizers are mechanical devices for re- 
leasing the fumes of Lindane and other insecticides by means of 
electrical heating elements. There is a considerable element of 
risk associated with the improper use of these devices as most of 
the insecticides are toxic to man. This Division has always main- 
tained that vaporizers should only be used in places where they 
are properly installed and serviced. Installation regulations under 
the Canadian Standards Association are used to control their use 
in food-handling establishments. 


4. Insecticides: This Division has always maintained that 
there is no SAFE insecticide, but that all insecticides can be used 
SAFELY. However, during the past years an enormous number 
of chemical insecticides have appeared on the market, and efforts 
are now being made to have regulations established. The ma- 
jority of the chemical insecticides are toxic to man and some of 
them—particularly those that belong in the “nerve gas” group, 
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are extremely dangerous. To give some protection in the event of 
poisoning, a publication on “Antidotes for Pesticides” has been 
prepared for distribution to Physicians, District Nurses and 
Hospitals. 


GENERAL . 

The usual procedure of keeping the Provincial, City, Health 
Unit and Liquor Board Inspectors informed on the latest meth- 
ods for control of pest insects was continued with gratifying re- 
sults. 


The usual Lectures to Medical Students, Public Health 
Nurses, Nurses in Training and Undergraduates were given, and 
in some cases, expanded. 


The Director of the Division was permitted to attend the

EDUCATIONAL WORK 


The usual educational work in regard to the control of insect- 
borne diseases was carried out by means of radio, motion pictures, 
newspapers and lectures.

On the whole these figures are good. The total number of 
births is up although the birth rate is down slightly. The natural 
increase (excess of births over deaths) was 26,401. 


The number of polio cases and deaths was down so that this 
disease no longer stands among the first ten as it did in 1954. The 
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use of the polio vaccine was continued in the province. It is, how- 
ever, too early to assess the results. 


For the first time in years the number of tuberculosis deaths 
is up. This is true for all of Western Canada and the cause is 
not immediately apparent. 


This year saw another health unit established. This is at Peace 
River serving the area from High Prairie to Peace River Town and 
along the north side of the Peace as far west as Hines Creek. This 
brings the population in health units to about 450,000. 


I would like to record my thanks for the co-operation which 
I have received from the Directors of the Divisions of this Depart- 
ment, and for the excellent job done by the various employees.

There were no outstanding changes initiated during the year 
1955. The work of the Division has included the maintenance of 
clinics in Edmonton, Calgary, and Lethbridge, plus a mobile clinic 
which during the year 1955 was used exclusively in the north- 
eastern portion of the province. 


There has been a levelling off in the number of cases of 
venereal disease reported with gonorrhoea showing a very slight 
rise concommitant with the rise in Alberta’s urban population, 
1,965 cases having been reported. Early syphilis shows no change 
from the previous year, a total of 77 cases was reported. For the 
first time in Alberta we have reported two cases of chancroid. 
This Department does not feel, however, that chancroid will ever 
become a problem here. The disease is rapidly controlled and pre- 
sents little possibility of becoming a public health hazard. 


The free distribution of drugs by the Provincial Health De- 
partment for infected patients has continued, the main drugs be- 
ing issued in order of importance were: Penicillin, Terramycin, 
Aureomycin. Bismuth has fallen into disuse with improved 
treatment methods. 


The educational program still remains a very important 
function of this Department and personnel in all the hospitals 
are being instructed in venereal disease control by staff members 
from the Division.

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DIVISION OF HEALTH EDUCATION 


C. C. Evoy, B.Sc., Director 


“Benevolence must be educated” wrote Florence Nightin- 
gale over and over again in her diary. Out of this thought grew 
the modern training of nurses and social workers. 


Today we might write in our diaries “Self-help must be 
educated’. 


Health education has evolved rapidly in recent years because 
the public health problems of today cannot be solved without it. 
It is one of the most important tools in making public health and 
social services effective.* 


Health education practices are a daily routine for most of 
us. Reasons why, are not always easy to explain because it re- 
quires an understanding of the laws of learning. To describe 
these processes of learning is beyond the intent of this report but 
we would like to tell you about our program of instruction in 
health education. 


More intensified work with health units and nurses during 
the year opened new horizons to this division. Nurses and medical 
officers are developing programs of health education beyond the 
area of incidental teaching. Teachers and other educators are 
integrating health education into the whole life of the child. In- 
struction and direct assistance have been given teachers and 
health personnel to make living healthfully more meaningful. 


A modern health education curriculum in school will be 
centred on man and include human physiology, bacteriology, 
elementary psychology, personal and environmental hygiene, 
communicable disease and health services thus forming the basis 
upon which ideas of healthful living can be built. It should in- 
tegrate with other courses—particularly English, Social Studies 
and Mathematics. 


Such a curriculum will not be content with formal teaching 
of health but will plan situations where the children can take an 
active part in understanding their own health problems and put- 
ting their knowledge into practice. 


Our services in health education become part of the curri- 
culum of the schools when we provide numerous pamphlets to 
most grade levels excepting the primary, films for audio-visual 
teaching and guest speakers to help interpret the local and pro- 
vincial health services. 


Activity of this nature has resulted in increased service and 
an expanded program which is reflected in many ways. Statistics 
reveal an upsurge in calls for films and literature above previous 
records, more requests for tours, school visits and talks at public

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meetings, increasing opportunity for work with teachers’ organ- 
izations, various public associations and groups, and closer 
liaison with the Department of Education’s health program. 


Tours and Meetings 


An important phase of the work of the Division of Health 
Education has continued to be tours of rural areas of the province 
by the Director, frequently accompanied by the Provincial Health 
Nutritionist. These tours included visits to schools in the area 
covered and public meetings in the evenings arranged by the 
municipal or health unit nurse. Favourable weather provided op- 
portunity for some expansion of this activity during 1955. 


The first tour of the year in January took the form of a series 
of Health Education Institutes arranged in the Pincher Creek 
School Division by the Superintendent of Schools. These Insti- 
tutes were held after school hours in the afternoons and in the 
evenings and each Institute was attended by all the teachers in 
an area. At each point the Director was accompanied by a Health 
Unit Nurse and both were introduced by the Superintendent. 


The Director gave a brief talk on the work of the Division 
of Health Education and displayed a cross section of health edu- 
cation materials available for schools. The Director and the 
Nurse answered questions on health education and school health 
problems as well as questions on the work of the Health Unit 
and the Department of Public Health. Attendance figures for the 
Institutes were: Macleod, 10 teachers; Granum, 10 teachers; 
Pincher Creek, 24 teachers; Cowley, 8 teachers; Bellevue, 20 
teachers; Blairmore, 16 teachers and Coleman, 20 teachers. 


This tour also included visits to many of the schools in the 
area accompanied by different nurses. On these visits films were 
shown and health lessons were taught by the Director. The Di- 
rector also visited a number of schools in the New Dayton area 
showing films and teaching health lessons. 


Later, on the invitation of School Superintendent G. F. 
Hollinshead, the Director visited a number of schools in the 
Calgary Rural School Division accompanied by the Provincial 
Nutritionist. Ten schools were visited on the tour. Films were 
shown and talks given on nutrition, sanitation and communic- 
able diseases. At each school a meeting was held with the staff 
when the teachers discussed problems in teaching nutrition and 
health education and received a kit of health education materials. 


In June, the Director toured 15 schools with the following 
Municipal Nurses: Mrs. M. Faulkner, Lindale; Miss E. Hillman, 
Breton; Miss L. S. Thomson, Alder Flats; Mrs. H. M. Sabin, Win- 
field. Besides the school visits the nurses had arranged Home and 
School Association meetings in the evenings where talks were 
given and films shown. 


In September, with the cooperation of Dr. J. M. Brown, 
Medical Officer of Health, the Director made a tour of schools in 
the Medicine Hat Health Unit area. He was accompanied by the 
Provincial Nutritionist and by nurses of the Health Unit staff. 
To reach more teachers in the Health Unit area Institutes were 
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arranged in areas not covered by the school visits. These Insti- 
tutes were very much appreciated and attended by as many in 
some instances as 40 teachers. 


A tour to the north during October included visits to the 
following Municipal Nurses: Miss E. Gavin at Fawcett, Miss L. 
M. Attrux at Slave Lake, Miss M. V. Mitchell at Kinuso, Mrs. R. 
Lalonde at Dixonville and Miss J. Roski, Worsley. A total of 15 
schools were visited and Home and School meetings were ar- 
ranged for the evenings. 


In November, a tour of schools by the Director in the Foot- 
hills Health Unit was arranged by Dr. E. M. Rowland, Medical 
Officer of Health. Dr. Rowland accompanied the Director in visits 
to the schools where health lessons were taught and films shown. 
The teachers in each visit had an opportunity to discuss school 
health and health education problems with the visitors. 


In addition to the talks given to Home and School meetings 
on the tours, a number of other Home and School Associations 
were visited in various parts of the province including some in 
areas outside of local health jurisdiction. Topics covered were 
mainly in the field of child behaviour and training, public health 
organization and community health protection problems. 


The Director went to Wetaskiwin to address a district U.F. 
W.A. meeting on the organization and services of a health unit. 
The Director also addressed five Edmonton Home and School 
Association meetings during the year as well as four other Ed- 
monton organizations. Other staff of the Division showed films 
and spoke at four other Edmonton Home and School or Parents’ 
Association meetings and attended and showed films at three 
meetings in Camrose with the director of the Cancer Division. 


During the year a number of workshops on film utilization 
were held for public health workers. In each workshop the morn- 
ing was devoted to learning and practicing the mechanics of pro- 
jector operation. In the afternoon the methods of presenting a 
film and following up with guiding a discussion were demonstra- 
ted and the group participating in the workshop then took a dif- 
ferent film and worked out a method of presentation and discus- 
sion in a test situation which was later appraised. 


During the year three workshops were held for the staffs of 
the Vegreville Health Unit, the Medicine Hat Health Unit and 
the Peace River Health Unit. A series of evening workshops, 
started the previous year with the Northern Alberta section of 
the Canadian Institute of Sanitary Engineers, were continued in 
1955. Those attending included most of the sanitary inspectors 
in Alberta north of Red Deer and the staff of the Division of 
Sanitary Engineering. Another workshop was also presented at 
the spring conference of the municipal nurses. 


Exhibits and Displays 
Displays of occupational therapy work by patients from hos- 


pitals of the Division of Mental Health and a nursing and nursing 
aides exhibit from the School for Nursing Aides represented the 
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Department of Public Health at the Edmonton Exhibition in 
July, 1955. The Division made arrangements for the displays 
and assisted with display equipment. 


Other health education exhibits and displays were arranged 
in cooperation with a number of health units at local fairs and 
exhibitions across the province. These included Camrose, Stettler, 
Athabasca, Grande Prairie, Westlock and Leduc. Materials and 
equipment were provided by this Division. 


Special health education displays were also arranged from 
time to time during the year by both health units and municipal 
nurses. These usually dealt with some particular point which it 
was felt desirable to stress locally such as sanitation or water 
supply problems or child care. Three panel display boards were 
provided by the Division of Health Education as well as other 
equipment necessary to make the displays more effective. 


Special educational exhibits inaugurated the previous year 
at local conventions of the Alberta Teachers’ Association were 
continued through 1955. These displays were presented at ten 
conventions. Four were attended by representatives of the Divi- 
sion with assistance from the staffs of the health units in the area 
or the city public health staff. The remainder were attended by 
the Health unit representatives from the convention areas. The 
Edmonton Board of Health and fifteen health units cooperated 
in these displays. 


Each display featured literature available from the Division 
of Health Education related to the health curriculum taught in 
Alberta schools. It also conveyed information regarding public 
health organization at the provincial and local level. The dis- 
plays provided an opportunity for the local public health nurses 
to meet many of the teachers in their area and talk about their 
work. The teachers also found it an opportunity to discuss health 
and health education problems in their schools. Between 6,000 
and 7,000 teachers viewed the displays and about 25 per cent of 
them ordered materials selected from the exhibit. 


Both medical officers from the area and officers of the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association have expressed appreciation for 
the results of the displays and have urged that if possible they be 
continued. 


Film Library 


Use of films and filmstrips from the Health Education film 
library continued to grow during the year. In the twelve month 
period there were 5,887 screenings of films and filmstrips from 
the library before an aggregate audience of 255,000 persons. 


The increase in use of the films during 1955 was mainly due 
to expanded use of the films by public health workers of the prov- 
ince, in municipal nursing districts, health units and city health 
departments. This film usage meant that each screening was ac- 
companied by an informed discussion on the health topic covered 
by the particular film shown. This growth appeared to follow the 
training provided by film utilization workshops to many public 
health workers in the province. 
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Expansion of the size of the library has helped the Division 
keep up to the growing demand for films. By the end of the year 
there were 360 titles in the film library with 80 extra copies of 
the titles most in demand. In addition there are 161 filmstrips in 
the library. 


There appears to be a growing demand for filmstrips in the 
province. These are especially valued as teaching aides in many 
schools and medical officers of health and public health nurses 
who are called on to do specific teaching jobs like conducting first 
aid classes are making more use of filmstrips. 


Some understanding of what the statistics on film usage 
means may be gathered from the details of one popular film from 
the library. The film IMMUNIZATION explains what immunity 
to infectious disease is and how it is attained by actual illness or 
by injection of vaccine into the body. It also tells how vaccine is 
prepared. 


During the year the three copies of this film were screened 
106 times to an aggregate audience of 5,530 persons. These 
screenings included 28 by teachers in schools to 2,100 pupils, 27 
screenings by public health nurses in schools to 1,400 pupils, six 
screenings by the Director of Health Education in a tour of 
schools to a total of 667 pupils, 31 screenings by public health 
nurses to other audiences including mothers’ groups to a total 
of 900 persons, seven screenings to nursing schools or the school 
for nursing aides to a total of 163 persons and seven screenings 
by Indian Health Nurses to Indian audiences in the province 
totalling 300 persons. 


Health Literature Distribution 


More than 400,000 pieces of health education literature and 
posters were distributed by the Division during the year. This 
made a substantial increase over the distribution of the previous 
year. 


The volume of materials distributed to schools was not as 
large as the previous year as teachers retained a considerable 
proportion of the literature they received in their class libraries 
for continued use. 


Distribution of literature through public health nurses in 
health units and municipal nursing districts and by sanitary 
inspectors showed a substantial increase. More than one-quarter 
of all material distributed was made up of books, booklets and 
leaflets for mothers on infant and child care and development. 
Demand for these materials is increasing with the growing birth- 
rate in the province. 


The largest distribution of any single publication was of 
ALBERTA’S HEALTH SERVICES PROGRAM. A steady in- 
terest is maintained in this and other publications dealing with 
the work and services of the Department of Public Health. The 
Division of Health Education has continued to direct this grow- 
ing distribution of health education materials toward readers 
who have the most immediate interest in them and need for them. 
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Publications 


During the year a new edition of the booklet ALBERTA’S 
HEALTH SERVICES PROGRAM was prepared and edited. The 
revised booklet was printed for distribution in early 1956. A 
mimeographed publication ORGANIZATION AND SERVICES, 
ALBERTA DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH, was pre- 
pared, edited and published during the year. Providing a skeleton 
outline of the organization and work of the Department this pub- 
lication is used in Schools of Nursing, the Faculty of Education 
and the training of public health nurses. 


The regular news letter of the Division, Health Education 
Notes, continued to be published during the year providing pub- 
lic health workers in the province with information about the 
health education field, new projects and news about new films 
and literature available to them. 


Film Production 


The new film produced in 1954, YOUR HEALTH UNIT was 
released early in the year and placed in the Health Education film 
library. It was an immediate success wherever it was shown and 
the two copies were continuously busy for the remainder of the 
year. The results have proven again the value of production of 
films about our own services and the appreciation of the public 
for a film with an Alberta background. 


During the year the Division of Health Education cooperated 
with the Photographic Branch in the production and editing of a 
filmstrip on nurses in training. 


Television and Radio Use 


A pioneering effort was initiated in the newest media of 
mass communication by the Division of Health Education during 
the year. A series of television programs were arranged, pro- 
duced and presented by the Division over CFRN-TV, Edmonton, 
during the summer months when time was available. 


The programs were a combination of “live” shows and films 
with a representative of the Division introducing each program, 
showing a film and interviewing one or more representatives of 
the Department of Public Health on the subject of the film. Three 
of the films were our own productions dealing with services of 
the Department, YOUR HEALTH UNIT, MENTAL HEALTH 
and THE SPOTTED FEVER TICK IN ALBERTA. 


Both the television station and this Division received many 
favourable comments from the public on the programs each of 
which was estimated to reach an audience of between 20,000 
and 30,000 persons. It is expected to present another series when 
time is again available. 


The Division of Health Education also participated in a 
radio broadcasting activity in cooperation with the School Broad- 
casts Branch of the Department of Fducation. As part of the 
regular school broadcasts the Branch had a series of programs 
in the autumn of 1955 dealing with the work of a local public 
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health organization such as a health unit. These were in the 
Health Highways section of the School Broadcasts and were 
heard across the four western provinces. 


In the preparation of these broadcasts the Division of Health 
Education assisted in the planning and later the revision of the 
scripts. The programs were heard weekly in the afternoons and 
were primarily directed at elementary classrooms in schools. 


However, in cooperation with the Alberta Federation of 
Home and School Clubs, the Health Education Division and the 
School Broadcasts Branch endeavoured to have them reach a 
further audience of parents. Home and School Associations ar- 
ranged listening groups of parents and the subjects were dis- 
cussed at subsequent Home and School meetings. 


The Division of Health Education informed all health units 
of the broadcasts and the activities following them and some of 
the health units made a special effort to have staff present at 
meetings where the broadcasts were discussed. 


The regular series of weekly radio programs on health has 
been continued by the Division over station CKUA. Spot an- 
nouncements on health topics and services of the Department 
continue to be used by many radio stations in the province. 


School Health Curriculum Revision 


During the year the Division of Health Education has co- 
operated with the Health and Personal Development Curriculum 
Committee of the Department of Education in the revision of the 
health curriculum for use in Alberta schools and the preparation 
of a Curriculum Guide for teachers responsible for the course. 


The Director has been an ex-officio member of the committee 
and attended the series of committee meetings during the year, 
has assisted in planning the course and with the cooperation of 
other members of the Department of Public Health has checked 
and revised the materials to be taught and references to be used 
in health by the schools. The revised curriculum and the new 
guide will come into use in the academic year of 1956-57. 
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NUTRITION SERVICES 


ELVA M. PERDUE, B.Sc., (H.Ec.), Director 


The nutrition program of the Provincial Department of 
Public Health was carried out in close co-operation with other 
Provincial agencies. The nutritionist, for instance, participated 
in organizing programs for the Municipal Nurses and for the 
members of the Alberta Dietetic Association. 


Educational Work 


The nutritionist devoted much of her time to the educational 
aspects of the program. Materials on pre-natal diet were prepared 
in response to requests from public health nurses. The following 
materials were reproduced on request: 


(a) Classroom Activities 
(b) Teaching Devices 
(c) Menu Suggestions 


When requested, the Nutritionist visited schools to discuss 
nutrition with the teachers. This direct work in the schools was 
to provide the teacher with suggestions and teaching aids to ren- 
der the nutrition teaching more functional. 


Many lay persons, individually or in groups, received direct 
health instruction through personal contacts in clinics, special 
meetings and home visits. Pamphlets and leaflets supplemented 
the spoken word whenever necessary. Motion pictures, film strips 
and exhibits were also effective teaching instruments used in the 
program. 


The nutritionist gave 31 talks during the year before groups 
with a total attendance of about 1,085 persons. Appropriate 
materials were selected and prepared for the use of staff speakers 
and also for representatives of other agencies speaking on nutri- 
tion subjects. 


When requests for information were received from the public 
they were answered as promptly and completely as possible. In 
response to requests received in 1955 the nutritionist wrote 107 
letters and answered approximately 1,030 requests for printed 
or mimeographed nutrition materials. There was a slight de- 
crease in the number of letters written to inquirers but an in- 
crease in the materials distributed. 


In-Service Training 


The nutritionist continued to assist with the orientation of 
new nurses and to serve as a consultant for public health nurses 
and welfare workers in the field. New nutrition material is con- 
stantly being evaluated and distributed to field personnel. In ad- 
dition, talks were given to the public health nursing students at 
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the University and to St. John Ambulance and Home Nursing 
classes. 


The monthly mimeographed release entitled “Institutional 
Supper Menus” was distributed to the municipal hospitals. The 
nutritionist answered 23 requests from the personnel in hospitals 
for assistance with dietary problems and special diets. 


At the request of personnel in the Attorney General’s Depart- 
ment, the nutritionist reviewed menus used for a five-week period 
in the provincial penal institutions. 


Library service was made available to the public health 
nurses and to small hospitals by means of a small nutrition 
library. Routine circulation of new journals to interested persons 
continued and other publications were loaned upon special re- 
quest. 


In line with programs to establish higher standards of health 
among workers in industry, Nutrition Services provided indus- 
trial nurses with information and leaflets on nutrition and on the 
preparation of food. These materials were used in health educa- 
tion programs conducted for the workers in industry. 


To further her training, the Nutritionist was granted a one 
month leave-of-absence to pursue studies at the University of 
Alberta. The “Second Nutrition Conference” held July 5 - 8, 1955, 
was also attended. 
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DIVISION OF MUNICIPAL NURSING 


DoroTHY McPHAIL, R.N., D.P.H.N., Director 


We beg to submit the 38th Annual Report of the Public 
Health Nursing Division for the year ending December 31st, 
1955. 


The Municipal Nurses operate under a Nursing Service Act 
that requires them to do all things possible within their ability 
and knowledge to maintain the health of the residents within 
the area to which they have been appointed. Municipal Nurses are 
required to carry out such services as school health examinations ; 
immunization and inoculation programs; prenatal and postnatal 
clinics; child health conferences; first aid; social services; ob- 
stetrical and medical care where no medical services are available. 

In 1955 there were thirty-three full time Municipal Nursing 
stations in operation; twenty-seven of these were located in Local 
Improvement Districts and six in Municipal Districts. During 
the year a number of Local Improvement Districts were included 
in organized Municipal Districts covering centres where our 
Municipal Nurses were operating, however, the Department of 
Public Health continued to administer the nursing services within 
these areas until the end of the fiscal year 1955/56. The follow- 
ing centres are due for transfer in April, 1956, for administration 
by the Local Councils of the Municipal Districts, all of whom 
have expressed their desire to continue the services of the Muni- 
cipal Nurses in these areas :—

Staff Education 

The Annual Nursing Conference was held in the Conference 
Room, Administration Building, Easter week, and was attended 
by all of the field nurses. The theme of the Conference was “Ma- 
ternal and Child Health” and was under the able direction of Miss 
Rachel Tasker, Lecturer in Advanced Practical Obstetrics, Uni- 
versity of Alberta. 


New staff members were given orientation in the Nursing 
Service office, Well Baby and Immunization Clinic, also in the 
school health program before going into a district with a senior 
Municipal Nurse, and then on to her own appointed district. 


As much direction as possible is given to the nurses through 
correspondence, a yearly visit by the Director or Assistant to 
the Director, and by means of the monthly report that all nurses 
are required to send in. 


Miscellaneous 

Lectures in Public Health Nursing were given by the Direc- 
tor and Assistant to the Director, to the Public Health Nursing 
Students, University of Alberta, and in the various hospitals 
throughout the City. Meetings with the Council of the St. John 
Ambulance Society were attended regarding establishing First 
Aid Posts throughout the Province. 


A further printing of the leaflet on Municipal Nursing was 
necessary to fulfill orders for same throughout the Province. 


Attached to this Report is the statistical report of work ac- 
complished during the year 1955 in Municipal Nursing, School 


Health, 
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and the Macleod-Pincher Creek Health Unit, which is 
under the direction of this Nursing Division. 


Much of the success of the Municipal Nursing program is 
due to the active interest of the local Nursing Service Commit- 
tees who have worked diligently in maintaining the upkeep of 
the cottages. One such committee was responsible for the build- 
ing of a modern new cottage at Smith. 


Our special thanks go to our loyal nursing staff, who have 
given so generously of their time and knowledge for the benefit 
of the communities in which they serve.

This division exercises administrative control over the 
Health Units. 


Under The Public Health Act public health is made the re- 
sponsibility of local government agencies. Outside of the two 
major cities, no local government authority in the Province is 
large enough to maintain its own public health program. Group- 
ing of local government agencies into health units makes it pos- 
sible for the group to receive the benefit of a well organized 
service. The Provincial Government contributes 60% of an ap- 
proved budget; the local contributing authorities contribute 40%. 
The area designated as a health unit is divided into wards, each 
ward is represented by one member from one of the contributing 
councils in the ward. This constitutes the board or governing 
body of the health unit. 


This organization brings an efficient public health service 
within the reach of everyone in the Province with the exception 
of those living in the most sparsely settled areas, thus making 
it possible for the residents of the area served to receive a service 
equal to the service they would enjoy in the major cities. 


During the past year the administrative staff of the Division 
of Health Units has been fully occupied with the changing of 
Health Unit boundaries to be co-terminous as much as possible 
with the recent municipal boundary changes. 


Included in the services provided are: 


The control of communicable diseases. 
Tuberculosis control. 

Sanitation. 

Maternal and Child Health. 

(a) Pre and Post Natal Instructions. 
(b) Well Child Conferences. 

(c) School Health. 

Mental Health Education. 

Adult Health. 

(a) Physical examinations. 

(b) Health Education. 

7. Nutritional Education. 

8. Dental programs. 


In addition to the above, the Health Unit acts as the serum 
centre, storing and distributing the sera and vaccines supplied 
by the Provincial Health Department.

The Units are staffed by a medical officer, nurses, sanitary 
inspectors and steno-technicians. The number authorized depends 
on the population served. The medical officer of health acts as the 
director of the Health Unit. If the contributing councils so re- 
quest, the Board of the Health Unit acts as the local Board of 
Health for the contributing council and appoints their medical 
officer as Medical Officer of Health.

Special Program 


1. Polio Vaccine: All Health Units participated in the ad- 
ministration of the Polio Vaccine, to selective groups. 


2. Dental Service: One Health Unit established a Dental 
Health Program and employed a part-time dentist. 


3. Maternal and Child Health: One or two Health Units 
have initiated pre-natal health instruction classes with 
gratifying results. 


A two-day in-service training program is held annually for 
representatives of the Health Unit Boards and the Medical Offi- 
cers of Health. 


The Director and Assistant Director have made a total of 
thirty field visits to the Provincial Health Units for the purpose 
of attending staff conferences and board meetings. 


At various times visits have been made to the Division of 
Health Units by members of the Health Unit staffs. In certain 
areas the Medical Officers of Health supervise the Public Health 
activities of the Municipal Nurses. 
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Report of the Provincial Laboratories 
R. D. STuART, M.D., Director 


During 1955 the Provincial Laboratories carried out 370,997 
examinations, the nature of which is shown in the accompany- 
ing tables. This indicates a steady increase in almost all sections, 
but the new method of presentation of this report prevents direct 
comparison with the previous years. The necessity for this re- 
arrangement was anticipated in last year’s report, because the 
previous method which had developed during the early growth 
of the laboratory services, no longer presented adequately the 
work carried out in the laboratories. Thus the apparent increase 
over last year of 76,783 examinations represents not only the real 
increase during 1955 but also to some degree the inadequate 
evaluation of the work carried out in 1954. 


Special Trends 


In Alberta, with the assistance of the Laboratory and 
Radiological Services Grant, a considerable amount of special 
equipment for virus work has been purchased and plans for the 
development of staff and the provision of service space are well 
advanced. The recent remarkable developments in our ability to 
identify and culture poliomyelitis viruses and the considerable 
success of the Salk vaccine merely emphasize the fact that viruses 
are gradually coming within the scope of the larger provincial 
laboratories and that increased laboratory information about 
their nature and identity is becoming necessary to provincial 
health authorities. 


IN THE CENTRAL PROVINCIAL LABORATORY. The increasing 
number of deaths attributable directly or indirectly to staphylo- 
coccal infections is commented on by Dr. Macgregor, Provincial 
pathologist. This reflects a situation which is becoming of major 
medical concern across Canada and is due essentially to an in- 
creasing predominance of highly virulent antibiotic-resistant 
strains of such bacteria. Undoubtedly this circumstance explains 
the dramatic increase in the demands for tests on the antibiotic 
sensitivity of organisms, the numbers of which have practically 
doubled this year both in Edmonton and Calgary, and for the con- 
siderable increase in miscellaneous bacteriology recorded in both 
laboratories. This is commented on below under ‘‘New or Supple- 
mentary Services”. Another trend detected in the large amount 
of autopsy material handled by the Department of Pathology in 
the Provincial Laboratory is the large number of deaths due 
to coronary occlusions and the increase in number of aneurysms 
of the abdominal aorta. This trend, however, is probably an ex- 
pression of the greater number of individuals who now survive 
to an advanced age and in whom increasing arterial degenerative 
changes are inevitable. 


IN THE SOUTHERN BRANCH LABORATORY. Limitation of cer- 
tain desirable but not essential services has become inevitable 
owing to the heavy increase in general diagnostic bacteriology 
carried out for practitioners and in all aspects of sanitary control 
of milks and waters. 
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New or Supplementary Services 


A new service, antistreptolysin tests on blood serum, has 
been taken over by the central laboratory. The tests, which are 
considered of great value in the determination of a possible rheu- 
matic aetiology of many disease conditions, were previously car- 
ried out by arrangement with the Department of Bacteriology. 
In the present year over 500 such tests have been carried out in 
the Provincial Laboratory and a considerable demand is experi- 
enced from all the Edmonton hospitals. 


Another new service, the bacteriophage typing of staphy- 
lococci, has had to be developed in an endeavour to provide in- 
formation for the control of staphylococcal infections in hospitals. 
This enables one to determine the importance of individual 
strains or types of staphylococci in the spread of infections or 
to detect a rising incidence of such infections in any area or hos- 
pital unit. The work is extremely complicated and demands the 
services of a highly skilled technical worker, but is considered to 
be of primary importance at the present time. Although the serv- 
ice has only been in partial operation during the latter half of 
the year, no fewer than 5,222 examinations have been carried 
out on 1,306 strains of staphylococci. To avoid overemphasizing 
the magnitude of this work, the last figure has been shown in 
Table I. 


An important supplementary service has also been provided 
during the year through the personal interest of Dr. Amies in 
swimming pool hygiene. Dr. Amies carried out extensive work on 
Edmonton swimming pools during the season. The work, which 
involved many hundreds of examinations not shown anywhere on 
the tables, demonstrated the inefficiency, in relation to pool hy- 
giene, of current methods of examination and led to the develop- 
ment of a completely new technique. The information obtained 
will be of great service to the Provincial Board of Health in 
amending present regulations. 


In the Southern Branch Dr. Shute’s staff under the direction 
of Dr. Crichton carried out a special investigation into an out- 
break of sore throats in school children within the Mountain View 
and Bow Valley Health Units. In all 506 throat swabs were ex- 
amined and a high incidence of haemolytic streptococci was de- 
tected. 


Regular Services 


In Pathology the examination of human tissues removed 
at surgical operations continued to be a major item in both lab- 
oratories. In Edmonton, the examination of 7,810 specimens, 
from rural hospitals alone, resulted in the diagnosis of 497 cases 
of cancer and emphasized the important role of this laboratory 
even outside the main population centres. Of the total number of 
such specimens, 17,513 received in Edmonton and Calgary from 
all sources (see Table I), 1,376 showed evidence of malignancy, 
a cancer incidence of over 12%. 


The high incidence in the Edmonton area of a type of 
dysentery due to Shigella sonnei suggests the increasing import- 
ance of this organism as a cause of disease. Most of the cases, 
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however, were associated with the Red Deer area in which an 
epidemic focus was indicated in last year’s report. C. diphtheriae 
has again been isolated from a number of patients this year. No 
significant number of cases of diphtheria has yet been recorded, 
but the organism has appeared in a number of separate localities, 
particularly in the northern half of the Province. Its persistence 
and wide distribution indicates the continued importance of 
thorough immunization of school children. 


The striking increase, from 775 in 1954 to 1,219 this year, in 
the numbers of examinations carried out for fungus infections 
indicates the increasing demand for this type of investigation 
and reflects the enthusiasm of the mycologist, Dr. Carmichael. 
These examinations are very time-consuming and require very 
special training and experience and it is our good fortune that the 
Province was able to contribute directly to Dr. Carmichael’s 
training. 


Staff 

Miss Mary Forge, Senior Technologist in Pathology, with 
the assistance of a Professional Training Grant, spent a period 
of three months studying new and special techniques in England 
and the United States. Her time was divided between the British 
Post-Graduate Medical School in London, the Papanicolou Insti- 
tute in New York and the Army Medical Institute of Pathology, 
Washington, D.C. The new techniques which she brought back 
are being introduced into the surgical and autopsy tissue services 
and should considerably increase their efficiency.

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Division of Sanitary Engineering 
H. L. HoaaEz, B.Sc., Director 


Environmental sanitation in Alberta made significant con- 
tinual progress during 1955. 


The efforts of Provincial and Health Unit sanitary inspec- 
tors has resulted in marked improvements of sanitation prac- 
tices, particularly in restaurants, milk supplies, slaughter houses 
and refuse disposal grounds. The rapid growth in population and 
the growth in the amount of oil and other industrial expansion 
has created some unsatisfactory temporary housing areas in new 
oil field and construction centres. Permanent town sites providing 
good standards are developing in all instances and it is only 
during the transition period from the time of inception to the end 
of construction that undesirable conditions may develop. The 
staff of Provincial Sanitary Inspectors remains at three, the same 
as in 1954. 


Plumbing Inspection work at industry and suburban develop- 
ments outside urban municipal boundaries, demanded a large 
part of Provincial Plumbing Inspectors’ time this past year. Also 
of interest in this field, was the work in evaluating the use of 
small, paper medium, water filters and chlorinators to remove 
impurities from irrigation and other surface waters. A start was 
made on the study of private sewage disposal systems in setting 
up of ground temperature measurement equipment. The staff of 
this section is unchanged at two. 


The municipal waterworks and sewerage systems in oper- 
ation increased by 12 and 23 respectively. There are now 144 
waterworks systems and 145 sewerage systems in use providing 
service to over 50% of the provincial population. Numerous ex- 
tensions to existing systems were made and plans for two new 
storm sewer systems were finalized. 


Stream sanitation work of 1955 included additional field 
work on the Oldman and South Saskatchewan River and the com- 
pletion of the report on this drainage system. A rigid program of 
testing the North Saskatchewan River downstream from Ed- 
monton was maintained throughout the winter months and only 
on two or three occasions was any adverse pollution observed. 
The staff of the engineering and stream sanitation section was 
unchanged at three engineers, one chemist, one technician and 
one part-time sanitary engineer. 


Further details of the Division of Sanitary Engineering ac- 
tivities in the fields of sanitation, plumbing, engineering and 
stream pollution are included below. 


1. Engineering 


The main functions of the engineering staff have been the 
checking of engineering plans for proposed new water and sewer 
systems, extensions to existing systems, assessing the operation 
efficiency of sewage treatment units and assisting municipalities 
in the operation of water and sewage treatment plants. 
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A total of 150 certificates of approval for this work were 
recommended as follows:

The total number of certificates issued were 39 Provisional 
and 111 Final: the estimated cost of the construction being 
$6,555,256.00 and $18,236,417.00 respectively. 


It is significant that large expenditures were made to con- 
struct extensions to water supply and sewage treatment facilities 
for existing systems to provide a higher standard of service and 
to meet stream pollution control requirements. 


A number of visits were made to towns and villages to dis- 
cuss the operation of the systems during the summer. Also tests 
were made to determine the efficiency of the sewage treatment 
plants. The majority of the engineers’ time continues to be used 
in checking the plans of proposed construction for waterworks 
and sewerage systems and swimming pools. 


2. Stream Sanitation 


During the winter seasons, control checks of the North Sas- 
katchewan River downstream from Edmonton were made regu- 
larly. The main sampling point was at Fort Saskatchewan where 
continuous samples were collected five days of the week during 
January, February and March. Grab samples were also obtained 
daily at the Beverly Bridge and at the outfall of a major indus- 
try. Occasional checks were also made of other industries and of 
the river water downstream from Fort Saskatchewan. The re- 
sults of this checking program showed that industries had made 
very good improvements over the previous year. Pronounced 
odors in the river were noted only two or three times in the period 
January - April, 1955, and these were the result of accidental 
spills. In the fall of 1955 one of the major industries installed two 
special tanks to control these spills. These tanks are used alter- 
nately ; one to receive the effluent for 24 hours while the other is 
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releasing effluent if it has been found satisfactory, otherwise it is 
diverted to large storage ponds and not released to the river. This 
procedure has proven very successful. The primary sewage 
treatment plant serving the south-west section of Edmonton was 
placed in operation during the latter part of the winter. The 
construction. of the main sewage treatment plant and its associa- 
ted intercepting sewer was proceeded with but not completed 
by the end of the year. 


A report on the studies of the Oldman and South Saskatche- 
wan Rivers was completed this fall and was circulated to all 
municipal governments concerned, industries and interested or- 
ganizations. In some cases there is a need for increased sewage 
treatment facilities, however conditions noted were generally 
quite good. The winter flows in the South Saskatchewan River 
are at a high level due to hydro-electric facilities on the Bow 
River. The low periods of flow in these rivers will be during 
August and September due to irrigation use of water. 


Also investigated during the year, were a number of new 
industries proposing to establish in the province. Largest of these 
was a pulp and paper mill to be constructed on the Athabasca 
River near Hinton. 


3. Sanitary Inspection Section 


The year 1955 saw the staffing of the Peace River Health 
Unit. This, coupled with expansions in the staffs of other Health 
Units and City Health Departments, resulted in the employment 
in the Province at the year’s end, of one part-time and fifty full- 
time Sanitary Inspectors. 


The Town of Wainwright passed a compulsory pasteuriza- 
tion by-law during the year, becoming the 37th municipality to do 
so. New pasteurizing plants were opened at Castor, Excel, South 
Edmonton and Valleyview, while the plant at Raymond which 
closed during 1954 was re-opened. At the year’s end there were 
84 pasteurizing plants in the province supplying milk to the 
public while a further six operated for the benefit of schools and 
institutions. 


One license was issued under Provincial Board of Health 
Regulations to a meat canning plant under the supervision of the 
City of Edmonton Health Department. A plant formerly operated 
in Calgary was destroyed by fire. 


Final Certificates of Approval were issued covering 14 new 
cemeteries which completed the establishment procedure pro- 
vided by the cemetery regulations. Inspections of the proposed 
sites before approval were carried out by the Division of Sanitary 
Engineering or the Health Unit concerned. The Division co-op- 
erated closely with the Department of Highways and Municipal 
Districts in regard to those sites adjacent to Provincial High- 
ways and District Roads. 


During the year 14 restaurant closure orders were issued by 
Local Boards of Health in accordance with the provisions of 
Provincial Board of Health Restaurant Regulations. In ten of 
these cases, required changes were made within the seven day 
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waiting period and therefore the restaurants did not actually 
close. In the other four cases the improvements were made after 
closure and the restaurants were then permitted to re-open. 


An examining board of the Canadian Public Health Associ- 
ation tested eight candidates for the Certificate of Sanitary In- 
spection (Canada) in Calgary in September. All the candidates 
were successful. With one exception all had been covering vacan- 
cies in the Armed Forces, City Health Departments or Health 
Units. The one exception will no doubt be absorbed into one of 
the new Health Units planned for 1956. Health Units with vacan- 
cies for Sanitary Inspectors in 1956 may have difficulty filling 
them with suitable persons as there is no pool of trained inspec- 
tors or student inspectors on which to draw. 


The three Provincial Sanitary Inspectors employed in the 
Division of Sanitary Engineering, operating from offices in Ed- 
monton and Calgary, continued the program of assisting Local 
Health Authorities in dealing with sanitation matters. In carry- 
ing out this program, a total of 1,051 inspections were made 
which may be compared with 1,169 made in 1954. The reduction in 
the total number of inspections was necessitated by two differen- 
ces in the inspection service. These were inclusion of a limited 
program of logging camp inspections in the early part of the year 
and a year long intensification of the Division’s dairy farm in- 
spection program. These programs required getting into locations 
distant from major highways, at times over difficult roads and 
an increase in the amount of time on each inspection. 


The logging camp inspection program was carried out in two 
sections of the province, around Lesser Slave Lake and in the 
Edson district. It was thought that these areas would be repre- 
sentative of the province. A wide variation of sanitary condi- 
tions was found in each area running from very good to poor. 
Approximately 30% of the employees in the camps inspected 
were found to be housed in camps where standards of comfort 
were low or where health dangers existed. The short working 
season, the locations of these camps and the difficult and fre- 
quently hazardous road conditions make inspections difficult to 
carry out. These factors when considered with the importance of 
the other duties of Provincial Sanitary Inspectors and the limit- 
ation placed by the size of the staff prevent routine inspection of 
more than a limited number of logging camps during each season. 


Inspections were made at a number of other Industrial and 
Construction camps including some road building camps, oil de- 
velopment camps and camps associated with the Hinton pulp mill 
project. In many of these cases it was possible to make follow-up 
inspections and in this way to secure worthwhile improvements. 
In all 73 inspections were made under this classification includ- 
ing the logging camp inspections referred to above. 


The Provincial Sanitary Inspectors made 145 inspections in 
other classes of living accommodation, including tourist camps, 
trailer coach parks and housing. 


The Division’s program at milk pasteurizing plants and 
dairy farms supplying these plants was intensified during the 
year. This was done because of poor conditions noted in the pre- 
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vious year and the public’s reliance on pasteurized milk. A total 
of 298 inspections in milk handling premises were made which 
may be compared with 236 inspections made in 1954. 


The 16 milk pasteurizing plants located outside cities and 
health units were fully inspected up to three times each during 
the year. In order to form an assessment of progress, a system of 
scoring the inspection reports was devised. Under the system 
used five points for each condition marked “fair” and ten points 
for each condition marked “poor” are deducted from a maximum 
score of 100. The average score for the first inspection was 52 
while the average for all inspections during the year was 56. 
Two plants had average scores over 80, eight had average scores 
of 60 to 79, while six had average scores below 59. It is antici- 
pated that programs under way in some plants at the year’s end 
will result in substantial improvements in 1956. 


The increasing use of raw milk quality control programs by 
milk plants together with an increase in this Division’s inspection 
service to dairy farms, has resulted in some improvement in the 
conditions under which milk is supplied to pasteurizing plants in 
some communities. In other areas much of the milk reaching the 
pasteurizing plant is of poor quality. A further increase in the 
number of inspections at dairy farms appears desirable if this 
can be accomplished by reducing inspections in other classifica- 
tions. 


Two hundred and ninety inspections were made at restaur- 
ants and other food handling establishments in 1955 as com- 
pared with 429 in 1954. This reduction was made to permit in- 
creased attention to milk supplies and industrial and construc- 
tion camps. It appeared that some reduction in the number of 
restaurant inspections could be made in view of the generally 
improved conditions throughout this industry which have been 
achieved in the past few years. The high rate of change in staffs 
in restaurants requires a degree of vigilance to ensure that im- 
proper practices are eliminated as they reappear. 


During the year, Provincial Sanitary Inspectors co-operated 
in two courses for food handlers. The first of these was held in 
Banff under the sponsorship of the Restaurant Association while 
the second was held at Fairview under the direction of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The plans for both of these courses were 
quite ambitious but in both cases the response did not measure 
up to that anticipated. A consideration of what happened in each 
case makes it appear that courses for food handlers should be of 
not more than two days duration and planned to draw people 
from the immediate community only. Courses of such short du- 
ration would of course have to be limited largely to public health 
aspects of food handling. It appears, therefore, that such courses 
should be arranged by Local Health Authorities who could be 
assisted by the Provincial Department. 


Ninety-two inspections of wells, other private water sup- 
plies and private sewage disposal systems were made. As a 
result of these, the Provincial Sanitary Inspectors were able to 
advise the users concerning proper improvements and measures 
to ensure safety. 
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Inspections were made at 78 waste disposal grounds during 
the year. These inspections have been designed to draw to the 
attention of municipal authorities, any changes which may be 
desirable and which will prevent these places being breeding 
areas for flies and harbours for rats. 


The construction of a pulp mill near Hinton brought large 
numbers of men and their families into an area where there 
was little accommodation available. As a result, it was desirable 
that an extensive inspection service be maintained in this area. 
This was done and from the first of July until the year’s end; the 
Hinton area was visited during nine weeks. 


The establishment during the year of the Peace River Health 
Unit has removed a considerable area at some distance from 
headquarters from the area served by Provincial Sanitary In- 
spectors. This has permitted a proportional increase in the serv- 
ice elsewhere. At the year’s end, the Sanitary Inspectors em- 
ployed by the Division were providing a service to a population 
of approximately 175,000 outside of cities and health units. The 
service offered can not cover all sanitation matters but the Pro- 
vincial Sanitary Inspectors try to provide a basic coverage of the 
more important matters in the field of sanitation. 


4, Plumbing Inspection Section 


This year saw a marked decline in the number of plumbing 
permits issued by this office; however, an increase was observed 
in the number of permits issued throughout the province, to 
cover the installation of plumbing in industrial type buildings, 
schools, etc. A total of 249 permits were issued to a value of 
$3,431.50. 


The fact that a permit is not required from this office in 
order to install plumbing in a farm home, makes it impossible to 
give an accurate account of all plumbing fixtures installed, but 
the following figures will represent the actual total within about 
5%:

The number of privies eliminated through the installation of 
plumbing was 1,748. 


During the year 1955 a project was initiated in which the 
temperature of the ground could be measured at various depths 
below a weeping tile effluent disposal system. The project was in- 
stalled in the disposal system serving a large school near Edmon- 
ton but as yet insufficient data is available to report on the prog- 
ress of the project. 


A further project was commenced and completed during 
this year. This project was designed to determine if water taken 
from irrigation canals or from surface storage ponds could be 
filtered economically. The results of this project indicate that a 
simple type commercial paper filter can be used with a marked 
degree of success. 
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This office assisted the Department of Agriculture on two 
occasions with the holding of short courses, on farm home plumb- 
ing and sewage disposal installations. These courses were or- 
ganized by the Department of Agriculture at Mallaig and at 
Athabasca. The inspector for this office supplied material and 
lectured to those attending. These courses allow this office to 
assist farmers with their problems regarding the installation of 
plumbing and are carried out by making use of practical demon- 
strations as well as theory discussions. It is felt that by going 
directly to the farmer, we will promote the installation of better 
plumbing and thereby save the farmer a considerable amount 
financially and improve the operation of the entire system. 


A course in plumbing inspection was held in Fairview, Al- 
berta, and was attended by nine plumbing inspectors from vari- 
ous towns and villages in the Peace River area. This course was 
similar to others held in past years and was considered valuable 
by those attending. 


During 1955 personnel from this office met with represen- 
tatives of the plastic pipe manufacturing industry as well as with 
representatives of the manufacturers of the raw material used 
to make plastic pipe. The discussions were designed to discover 
methods whereby various installation problems concerning the 
use of plastic pipe could be overcome. These discussions have 
prevented the improper use of this product and also familiarized 
all concerned with the problems faced by each group. 


This Division viewed a number of hospital and school plans 
as well as extensive plans regarding the installation of plumbing 
in the large number of industrial projects being constructed 
throughout the Province. 


Various new products have been invented which require the 
approval of this office before they could be marketed within the 
province. A noticeable increase in the use of plastic, as well as 
fibre-glass combined with various resins, molded into fixtures has 
been the latest materials used in the manufacture of various 
types of fixtures. 


During 1955 it became obvious that some amendments were 
required with regard to the existing Plumbing and Drainage 
Regulations. These amendments were prepared and presented to 
the Provincial Board of Health for approval. 
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CIVIL SERVICE NURSE

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DIVISION OF ARTHRITIS SERVICES 


R. K. THomsOoN, M.D., Director 


The Division of Arthritis, Department of Public Health, 
with Clinics in the Alberta Jasper Building, Edmonton ; and 
Holy Cross Hospital, Calgary; continues to accept patients up to 
the age of twenty-five years. 


Since the Clinics opened in December, 1949, a total of 291 
patients have been referred for examination and investigation, at 
the request of their family physician. Of this number, 158 
patients were found to be definitely suffering from Rheumatoid 
Arthritis. As of December 31st, 1955, 29 of these have become 
ineligible for treatment due to having reached their twenty-fifth 
birthday. This means that the actual number of patients under 
active treatment with Rheumatoid Arthritis is 129. Of this num- 
ber, there were 36 new cases in 1955. 


For the third consecutive year, the total hospital days has 
dropped, in spite of an increase in the number of patients being 
cared for by the Division. Fifteen of the 50 new cases seen in 
1955 required some period of hospitalization. 


It is felt that some of the reduction in hospitalization has 
been due to the fact that cases are being seen at an earlier stage 
and thereby, either in the Clinic or in co-operation with the doc- 
tor, effective treatments have been instituted on an out-patient or 
home level. Another reason for this reduction of hospital utiliz- 
ation has been the ability to use physiotherapist aids in the home. 
This procedure tends to keep people on a home regime and to 
leave hospital beds for more active usage. 


There continues to be a very marked saving through the 
Provincial Government buying drugs in bulk lots and having 
them distributed from the Edmonton Clinic on the authority of 
the Director. There has been a wider response to the use of the 
newer hormone preparations within the last year and with the 
aid of some of these drugs, it is possible to tide patients through 
the acute phases at home, or to shorten their hospital stay. Some 
of the newer derivatives of Cortisone and Hydrocortisone in par- 
ticular have been of real value. They continue to be drugs which 
must be carefully supervised in distribution and usage. 


While Rheumatoid Arthritis continues to exact a great 
toll in younger people, it appears that within the last year or two 
it is now possible to carry these younger people through to a 
stage of well being with a considerable reduction in the amount 
of deformity. It is true that observation of these cases may have 
to continue for many years, but the general impression is that 
they have a somewhat better outlook now than they had ten 
years ago.

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Division of Cerebral Palsy Clinics 
F. G. Day, M.D., Director 


During the past twelve months, the Cerebral Palsy Clinics 
have continued their services for the diagnosis and treatment of 
the cerebral palsied in the province. 


CALGARY CLINIC 


This clinic has continued to operate under Dr. T. A. Richard- 
son’s direction, with a weekly diagnostic clinic Thursday morn- 
ings, and a daily out-patient clinic. During the year seventy-four 
cerebral palsied cases benefited from treatments for varying 
lengths of time of from six weeks to nine months. Twenty-five 
of these were new cases and forty-nine were re-admissions. The 
monthly average number of cases throughout the year was 26.9 
with an average daily attendance of 17.8. 


Speech Therapy 


During the six months that the service of the Speech Thera- 
pist was available, forty-five cases received instructions, with 
average monthly attendance of 20.4 and a total of 1,245 separate 
sessions. 


Physiotherapist 


The physiotherapy services were available for nine and one 
half months only. The total treatments being two thousand with 
sixty-four different cases being seen. Thirty showed considerable 
Sea hele twenty average and the remaining little improve- 
ment. 


Occupational Therapist 


A total of 2,320 instructions were given by the Occupational 
Therapist with fifty-five cases benefiting and a monthly average 
attendance of twenty. 


School 


The School Teacher, who is employed through the Calgary 
School Board for ten months of the year, instructed twenty-six 
children. Nineteen in Grade I; three in Grade II; two in Grade 
IV; and one in each of Grade V and VI. A total of 1,639 instruc- 
tions were given. 


Examining Clinics 

During the year, thirty-four new cases were examined, 
twenty-four being diagnosed as cerebral palsy and ten miscel- 
laneous or pending further investigation. There were two hun- 
dred and thirty reviews for evaluation instructions or orthopedic 
corrections. 


Total Number of Out-patients on Home Management: 


13 were mild cases who go to school. 
28 were too young for a full program. 
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3 were referred to the Provincial Training School, 
Red Deer. 
2 were referred to the School for the Deaf. 
35 were seen for evaluation or orthopedic appliance. 
2 deceased.

Instructions 


A film “Search” was shown to the Southern Alberta Parents’ 
Group, and five lectures were given by members of the clinic staff 
on cerebral palsy in various locations. Two hundred nurses from 
the Alberta Red Cross Crippled Children’s Hospital and the 
Holy Cross Hospital attended the clinic for instructions in the 
diagnosis and treatment of cerebral palsy. 


EDMONTON CLINIC 


During 1955 there were 86 cerebral palsy cases that benefit- 
ted from treatments, on a rotating basis of varying lengths of 
time. Of these 21 were new cases; 7 were children excused from 
the regular or opportunity classrooms for their treatments once 
a week or as often as indicated; 3 came for only a short observa- 
tion period; and the remaining 55 were re-admissions. The 
monthly average number of cases throughout the year was 35 
with an average daily attendance of 21. 


Speech Therapy 


During 1955, 60 cases received treatments from the Speech 
Therapist with a total of 1,318 separate clinical sessions. The 
drop of 568 from the previous year’s figure was brought about 
by the resignation of the Speech Therapist in April, followed by 
a two-month delay before the arrival of his successor. 


The use of the Monahan Respirator passed from the merely 
experimental stage to an established method of helping patients 
to gain some respiratory control. 


Insomuch as clinic policy is now leaning towards the earlier 
admission of the cerebral palsied child, it is felt that the oppor- 
tunity to instruct parents afforded by such a policy will be a great 
benefit in the prevention of the formation of bad habits and pat- 
terns in early life. 


Closer liaison has been brought about between the speech 
therapy service and the City’s leading Hearing Aid Specialist, the 
latter offering free testing facilities and in cases where use of a 
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hearing aid seems indicated, the free loan of an instrument for 
a trial period of two months. 


Overall progress has been satisfactory, but amongst those 
cases seen and given trial periods there have been a few cases for 
whom in retrospect it would appear that treatment had not been 
indicated, their disability being too gross. 


Physiotherapy 


Total number of treatments given by the Physiotherapist 
during the year was 2,438 with 68 different cases being seen. 


Progress has been as follows:

Out-patients: (Baby Clinic) 


Babies have been seen each Wednesday afternoon with 
parents in attendance, until the parents are aware of the proper 
procedures. They are then seen every other week or whatever 
time is indicated by the Director. Out of these, all but 2 showed 
good progress, and most of these (9) are ready for in-patient 
treatments now. It would seem that the greatest amount of prog- 
ress can be attained when the cerebral palsied child is referred to 
the clinic for observation at the earliest possible age. 


Occupational Therapy 


During the past year the Occupational Therapist has given 
2,053 treatments with a total of 70 different cases. Five wore 
hand braces and six worked at feeding skills. The majority 
worked to master the various dressing skills and self-care activ- 
ities. 


School 


Forty-six pupils received instructions from the teacher in 
the special classroom while attending the clinic for treatments. 
Of these, 8 made little progress due to low intelligence. The others 
have progressed socially and academically at reading readiness 
and Grade I levels. Nine have been attending day school since 
September. The total clinical educational instructions for the 
year were 2,307. 


Out-patients during the year numbered 10. Eight of these 
are adjusting well in day or opportunity classes and making 
good progress. 


Cerebral palsied children from the rural areas reviewed at 
the Clinic and receiving advisory instructions via parents, are 
successfully attending rural and town classrooms. 


__Homebound children use the correspondence lessons effec- 
tively except in Grades I and II depending on their disabilities. 
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Roving Teacher 


A roving teacher was provided for 10 senior pupils. Out of 
the class ending in June, 4 are now in day school classes. The 
present class includes 4 in Grade III, 2 in Grade II, and 4 in 
Grade I. 


Examining Clinics 


During the year, 56 clinics were held where 67 new cases 
were seen. Of this number, 48 were diagnosed as cerebral palsy 
and 6 are pending further investigation, Two Clinics were held 
for the administration of Salk vaccine for 15 children. There 
Ge 332 reviews for evaluation, instructions or orthopedic cor- 
rections.

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DIVISION OF TUBERCULOSIS CONTROL 


G. R. DAVISON, M.D., Director 


The year 1955 marks the thirty-seventh year of operation of 
Tuberculosis services in Alberta directly under government 
authority. From a comparatively small beginning a program of 
considerable magnitude has evolved. Grateful acknowledgment 
is made of the magnificent contribution of other major organ- 
izations to this program. The fields of endeavour are as follows: 
1. Division of Tuberculosis Control provides; 


(a) Free treatment and supervision of all known cases of 
tuberculosis. 

(b) Free diagnosis which includes regular out-patient clinics, 
mobile x-ray and tuberculin skin testing surveys. 


2. The Health Units and Nursing Division of the Department of 
Public Health carries out the field work. 


Grateful thanks is tendered to other agencies for their valu- 
able assistance in augmenting the services of the Division. 


During the past thirty-seven years tuberculosis throughout 
the civilized world has lost the pre-eminent position as the lead- 
ing cause of death. The mortality rate has gradually, but steadily 
declined, except in some war torn countries. Since 1947 the most 
rapid drop the world has ever seen has taken place. This is ex- 
emplified by the Alberta experience. For the eight years prior to 
1947 the rate declined 18%, and for the subsequent eight years it 
was 74%. It is not expected that, when the official figures for 
1955 are known, a further decrease will have occurred. The 
acceleration in the fall in the death rate is due primarily to the 
improvements in treatment that have resulted from the use of 
antimicrobial drugs which became available in 1947. 


Unfortunately the number of people developing the disease 
is not yet decreasing. More cases were discovered and treated in 
sanatoria in 1955 than in either of the previous two years. Spe- 
cific preventive measures and improvement in socio-economic 
measures are still lagging behind. To prevention of disease must 
be added prevention of relapse. Consequently it is a serious mis- 
take to conclude that while mortality is rapidly declining it is not 
necessary to continue utilizing every known method of control. 
In fact there is need for greater endeavour if satisfactory control 
is to be achieved. 


Diagnostic Services 


’ Throughout the year clinics were held at the Baker Memorial 
and Aberhart Memorial Sanatoria, and other strategic centres 
of population. 


A program of tuberculin skin testing, as a continuing project 
was carried on among the pupils of grade one in many of the 
larger schools, and all the pupils in the small rural schools along 
with the families of the positive reactors. This work was carried 
out in areas with health services. This policy gives a good indi- 
cation of the areas in which tuberculosis disease is a hazard. This 
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is corroborated by the findings of the Mobile X-ray Unit. In the 
South of the province where the percentage of positive reactors 
is very low the chest x-ray survey discovered one case of active 
disease in 4,851 films. In the North with a higher percentage of 
positive reactors the findings by Mobile X-ray Survey was 1 case 
in 654 films. The majority of the cases was among people with 
Indian blood. According to the figures of the Indian Health Sery- 
ices one case in 250 films was found by their Mobile Survey 
teams. Our sincerest thanks is extended to the Indian Health 
Services for the taking of x-ray films of many of our responsibil- 
ities during the year. 


A new departure for 1955 was the skin testing of the age 
group 65-70. These were people receiving supplementary allow- 
ance from the Department of Public Welfare. Of the 4,158 re- 
porting their skin reactions, 10.1% were positive. Of these 13 
were diagnosed by x-ray as tuberculosis, inactive; 3 tuberculosis 
doubtful activity and 5 tuberculosis suspect. These people are 
under the surveillance of the Tuberculosis Division. Two other 
pensioners were already in Sanatoria. 


The program of x-raying the chest of general hospital ad- 
missions sponsored by the Alberta Tuberculosis Association was 
continued with gratifying results. One case of tuberculosis was 
discovered in some 1,700 films. 


The statistical report of diagnostic services is appended. 


B.C.G. Vaccination 


As the infection rate, as indicated by the tuberculin skin test, 
has been steadily declining in the comparatively thickly populated 
areas of the province the promiscuous use of vaccination has not 
been considered warranted. 


The use of B.C.G. has been confined to contacts of known 
cases of disease, and others in hazardous occupations. During the 
year, 814 such vaccinations were carried out. Toward the end of 
the year the Indian Health Services enlarged their program, 
and have kindly vaccinated some school children for us in the 
north of the province. Plans are being formulated by the Provin- 
cial Tuberculosis Division to extend this work in the areas where 
the infection rate is of some import. 


Treaiment Services 


Sanatoria, since the development of effective drugs, have be- 
come active treatment hospitals when compared with the pre- 
chemotherapy days. Advances in surgical treatment have been 
tremendous under the protection of the anti-microbials. Through- 
out most of the year the demand for beds was less acute particu- 
larly in the part of the province served by the Baker Memorial 
Sanatorium in Calgary. There were vacant beds at all times, and 
some thought was given to their use. The time of closure of a 
section of these beds and their adaption to other purposes is con- 
sidered premature as more cases of tuberculosis were discovered 
in. 1955 than in the previous year, 1,113 as against 978. There 
were 85 more active cases found in 1955 requiring hospitalization. 
Sanatorium care was given to 1,201 patients, and the average

stay of those discharged was 314 days. Of those discharged 27% 
continued on drug therapy. There were 174 readmissions, many 
of whom had previously left hospital against medical advice and 
suffered exacerbation of their disease. 


Nursing Training 


All the general hospitals in the province operating training 
schools for nurses are affiliated with the sanatoria. Short courses, 
supervised by an instructor, are given by the nursing and medical 
staffs. The well rounded out course is both didactic and practical, 
and it is felt that the students have a good opportunity to learn 
something about the disease, the psychology of the tuberculous 
patient and the nursing of infectious disease. 


The Aberhart Memorial Sanatorium is associated with the 
Medical Faculty of the University. Third year students attend 
one afternoon a week for lectures, demonstrations, and clinics 
related to tuberculosis and other chest conditions. During the 
summer vacation third year students are taken on the medical 
staff in the Calgary Sanatorium as well as in Edmonton. As 
tuberculosis is still a serious problem it is lamentable that more 
time cannot be allotted to the teaching of it. 


Educational Program 


Instruction in all school grades is given in the Sanatorium by 
qualified teachers. Occupational therapy also plays an important 
part in the program of education. The objective in both the 
scholastic teaching and occupational therapy is the rehabilita- 
tion of the patient. Rehabilitation is first needed in order to help 
the patient face the fact that he is ill, that he will be away from 
work for some time, and that this will cause disruption in his life. 
To help him to accept his illness in a hopeful and co-operative 
spirit is an important step in rehabilitation. The rehabilitation 
officers of the Alberta Tuberculosis Association have done excep- 
tionally well in educating prospective employers and in placing 
the ex-sanatorium patients. Placement in an industry which has 
some sick benefit and pension plans is often very difficult. It is to 
be hoped that employers will soon take a rational attitude to the 
problem.

The total patient population in the various Institutions of 
this Division on January the Ist, 1955, was 4,275— (males 2,535; 
females 1,740). The total patient population in the Institutions 
on December 31st, 1955, was 4,407—(males 2,602; females 
1,805). This represents a total increase of patients of 132— 
(males 67; females 65). The distribution of these patients is 
shown in the adjoining table. There was a total of 217 deaths— 
(males 149; females 68)—in all the Institutions combined. The 
commonest causes of death were those referable to the circula- 
tory and respiratory systems. There were three deaths from 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis. 


Work continued on the Services Building and construction 
of two wards was commenced at the new Institution for Defec- 
tives at Red Deer. The new ward for Boys at the Provincial 
Training School, Red Deer, was opened early in the year. 


A building formerly occupied by men at the Provincial 
Mental Hospital, Ponoka, was completely renovated and made 
available to 96 female patients. The Medical Superintendent re- 
ports the building is proving highly satisfactory in its opera- 
tion. The new Reception Unit at the Provincial Mental Institute, 
Edmonton, was completed and will be opened early in 1956. The 
new Infirmary Ward under construction at Rosehaven, Camrose, 
neared completion by the end of the year. 


Active treatment programs were continued at the various 
Institutions. The use of the newer drugs, including Chlorproma- 
zine, Serpasil and Frenquel was intensified. The Superintendents 
have reported that the results have been gratifying. It is felt that 
many unsettled patients have been favourably affected by the said 
drugs and that it has been possible to reduce the amount of shock 
treatment and seclusion formerly necessary. 


Staff Training Programs were carried out as before in the 
Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, the Provincial Mental Insti- 
tute, Edmonton, and the Provincial Training School, Red Deer. 
Some 32 staff members—(10 men and 22 women) —graduated in 
the various Courses. At the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, 
eight Graduate Nurses received their Diplomas in an eight- 
months’ Post-Graduate Course. Some 107 affiliating Nursing 
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Students from various Alberta General Hospitals received in- 
struction at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, also. 


The Psychiatric Wards in the University of Alberta Hospital, 
Edmonton, and the Calgary General Hospital, Calgary, func- 
tioned to full capacity during 1955. The University of Alberta 
Hospital Ward had 461 first admissions. This ward admits women 
only. The Calgary General Hospital Psychiatric Ward had 424 
first admissions. This Ward admits both men and women. The 
University of Alberta Hospital Psychiatric Ward transferred 
28 patients, and the Calgary General Psychiatric Ward trans- 
ferred 70 patients, to the Provincial Mental Hospitals. 


The services of the Provincial Guidance Clinics were con- 
tinued throughout the year. Clinics were held at some 50 to 60 
points in the Province. The caseload of the Clinics increased by 
approximately 400. The newly established Clinic service at Leth- 
bridge was used very extensively. The Clinic Staffs participated 
also, in many Public Education activities, including group dis- 
cussions, institutes, workshops, lectures, talks, radio and tele- 
vision work. The Calgary Clinic continued to hold therapy ses- 
sions with a group of discharged women patients from the Pro- 
vincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka. 


Twelve meetings of the Eugenics Board were held during the 
year. Six were held at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, 
five at the Provincial Training School, Red Deer, and one at the 
Provincial Mental Institute, Edmonton. A total of 111 cases were 
presented for the Board’s consideration, 109 of which were 
passed— (61 males; 48 females). Seventy operations—(45 males 
and 25 females)—-were performed during the year. The total 
number of cases operated upon to December 31st, 1955, was 
1,506— (males 621; females 885). All operations except three 
were performed at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, by 
the duly appointed Honorary Surgeons, assisted by the Medical 
Staff of the same Hospital.

Patient Population Changes 


The resident population on January 1st, 1955 was 1,548, of 
whom 938 were male and 605 female. The number in residence on 
December 31st, 1955 was 1,585 of whom 961 were male and 
624 female. This was an overall increase of 42. 


Admission of Patients 


Exclusive of transfers from other Provincial Mental Institu- 
tions, 730 patients were admitted. This was an increase of 
eighteen over the previous year. 406 of the admissions were male 
and 324 female. 


Admission by voluntary applications numbered 154; by 
Medica! Certificates 164; by Warrant 406; and under “The Men- 
tal Defectives Act’, 6. 


Sixty-one patients were admitted to this Hospital as trans- 
fers from other Mental Institutions in the Province. 

There was no change of significance in the numbers admitted 
in the various diagnostic categories. 


Separation of Patients 


The number of patients discharged was 560 of whom 304 
were men and 256 women. This was an increase of 33 over the 
previous year. 


One Hundred and Three patients were transferred to other 
Provincial Mental Institutions. 


Seventy-nine patients died, this being an increase of four 
over 1954, 


Accidents and Elopements 


Thirty-one patients suffered from fractures, 17 being men 
and 14 women. 


There were no suicidal deaths. 


A limited number of patients left the Hospital without per- 
mission, but for the most part, were returned within a short 
time by hospital staff, relatives of the patients, or the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police. 


General Health of Patients 


The general health of patients was maintained at a good 
standard. There were no epidemics, and a continuous check was 
made of the patients in the Hospital for the occurrence of Tuber- 
culosis. Five patients were transferred, during the year, to the 
Tuberculosis Unit at the Provincial Mental Institute, Edmonton. 
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Clinical Work 


There was little change in the general program of recent 
years. Electroshock and Insulin-shock therapies were regularly 
utilized. There was a progressive policy to increase the freedom 
of patients, while in hospital. At the end of the year, approxi- 
mately 25% of the patient population had been granted grounds 
privileges. This was a marked increase over the preceding years. 
With careful planning, this policy resulted in no administrative 
difficulties. 


There was one death with electroshock therapy, due to cir- 
culatory failure. This was the first death recorded at this hos- 
pital in approximately 6,000 patients treated by electroshock. 


Group therapy was emphasized, and the results indicated 
this was of real value. It was noted, during the year, the general 
behaviour of patients was improved. There was also a decrease 
in the destruction of Hospital property by patients. 


Extensive use was made of newly discovered, tranquilizing 
drugs, with beneficial effect. 


Occupational Therapy 


A continued emphasis was placed on this form of treatment. 
It was utilized throughout the Hospital. 


During the year, the Library and Canteen were moved to 
new and more commodious quarters in “Parkside’’. 


Recreational Therapy and Physical Training 


This form of treatment was gradually expanded, and with- 
out doubt proved highly beneficial to practically all patients in 
the Hospital. Recreational therapy has been an important factor 
in promoting contentment, and a feeling of well-being in the 
patient population. 


Religious Services 


The religious services were continued, as in previous years. 
The Visiting Clergymen were encouraged to increase their pas- 
toral visits to individual patients. During the year, the Medical 
Superintendent was requested to address the local Ministerial 
Association with a view to outlining the patients’ spiritual needs. 


Dental Services 


This Department operated with efficiency. Adequate dental 
care was provided for the patients of this Hospital, as well as 
those in the Auxiliary Hospitals at Claresholm and Raymond. 
A policy was initiated, some years ago, of placing identification 
marks on artificial dentures, on the patient’s admission to Hos- 
pital. This has proved to be a great boon, resulting in a most 
decided decrease in the number of lost, and unidentifiable den- 
tures. It can be definitely stated that the method of identifying 
dentures, in effect at this Hospital, has been an advantage to the 
patients, and assisted greatly in Hospital administration. 
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X-Ray Services 


The operation of this Department was continued under the 
direction of a Nurse-Technician. It operated at full capacity, its 
facilities being stretched to the limit. 


All chest plates were referred to the Baker Memorial Sana- 
torium, Calgary, for interpretation. The Medical Staff of the 
Baker Memorial Sanatorium is to be commended for the excellent 
co-operation extended to this Hospital. 


Laboratory Services 


The Laboratory continued to supply the necessary facilities 
for the Hospital, under the direction of the Pathologist, and a 
Technician Assistant. 


School of Nursing 


The teaching program was essentially the same as in pre- 
vious years. There were four qualified Instructors on the Staff. 
They were assisted in teaching by the professional personnel of 
the Hospital. The Senior Instructor resigned on July 31st. Her 
successor commenced duties on August 20th. 


During the greater part of the year, an average of 25 stu- 
dents received instruction in the Four-year Course, in General 
and Psychiatric Nursing, and approximately the same number 
were affiliating at various General Hospital Schools of Nursing. 


Seven Nurses graduated in the course in General and Psy- 
chiatric Nursing in May. 


An average of 30 men received instruction in the Three-year 
course in Psychiatric Nursing. 


Three men completed the course in May. 


One Hundred and Seven Affiliate, Student Nurses from: 
the Archer Memorial Hospital, Lamont; Calgary General Hos- 
pital; Holy Cross Hospital, Calgary; Medicine Hat General Hos- 
pital; Municipal Hospital, Lethbridge; St. J oseph’s General Hos- 
pital, Vegreville; and St. Michael’s Hospital, Lethbridge, re- 
ceived eight weeks’ instruction in Psychiatric Nursing at this 
hospital during the year. The number in attendance at any one 
time varied from 15 to 20. 


Hight Graduate Nurses completed the Kight-Month Course 
in Psychiatric Nursing, and received Diplomas. 


A change was made in this Course. It was divided into two 
parts, three months being allocated to basic preparation, and the 
remaining five months to a more advanced study of Psychiatric 
Nursing. This alteration enabled the Graduate Nurses, with 
under-graduate instruction in Psychiatric Nursing, to attend 
only the five-month period, devoted to Graduate Study. 


_ Twenty-one students in Public Health Nursing from the 
University of Alberta, came to the Hospital for part of their field 
Noe Each group of seven students spent periods of two weeks 

ere. 
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Certified Nursing Aides and Ward Aides were also given 
some basic instruction in Psychiatric Nursing. 


Visitors 


The visiting of patients by their relatives, and close friends, 
was encouraged. The visitors, whenever possible, were inter- 
viewed by the Hospital Physicians. 


The Hospital was visited on a number of occasions by the 
Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, Minister of Health, and Dr. A. Somerville, 
Deputy Minister of Health. Dr. Randall R. MacLean, Director of 
ae Division of Mental Health made frequent inspections of the 

ospital. 


The annual inspection of the hospital was conducted by 
the Visiting Board. This inspection was of a very thorough and 
extensive nature. Patients and staff were encouraged to converse 
freely with the members of the Board. 


A number of various organizations in the community took 
an active interest in assisting groups of patients in the hospital. 


The Eugenics Board 


Six meetings were held by the Board at this hospital during 
the year. Forty-eight patients were presented to the Board, of 
whom 22 were male and 26 female. Sixty-seven operations were 
performed for sexual sterilization, 45 being on male and 22 on 
female patients. 


Surgical Services 


Surgical services were rendered to the hospital by consult- 
ants from Calgary and Edmonton. In a number of instances, it 
was necessary to enlist the aid of Surgeons from Ponoka and Red 
Deer. 


Maintenance Department 


The maintenance work at the hospital was well done through- 
out the year. The roof of Male - Eleven building was replaced. 
There was a great deal of redecorating done in the interior of 
the buildings, and in some instances, the exteriors. 


Fire Protection 


The equipment was well maintained. Fire practices were 
held regularly throughout the year. Basic instruction in fire 
fighting was given to over 300 members of the nursing and indoor 
staff. 


In February, a major fire broke out in the Administration 
Building. This was effectively handled by the fire brigade and the 
nursing staff, with no loss of life, and minimum damage to prop- 
erty. 


A major fire also occurred at the Poultry Farm, and com- 
pletely destroyed one building. 


The present fire protection service has proven to be ade- 
quate for the basic needs of the hospital. 
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New Buildings and Improvements 


“Parkside”, a building formerly occupied by men, was com- 
pletely renovated and furnished for the use of women. It was 
opened in June, and accommodates about 90 women. This build- 


ing has proved most adequate for the patients’ requirements. It 
has added greatly to the hospital treatment facilities. 

A new building for male staff was under construction but in- 
complete, at the end of the year. 


The construction of a new cannery was incomplete during 
1955 

The project of re-wiring the hospital was continued but not 
completed, in the past year. 

A number of automobile block heater outlets were installed 
at Farm Dormitory Number One for the use of staff. 

An adequate street lighting system was installed on the hos- 
pitai grounds. 


Three television sets, for the use of patients, were installed 
in the hospital. 


Business Of fice 


This Department functioned efficiently during the year. 
The collections were maintained at a fair level. The business 
manager was responsible for the supervision of the Farm and 
Ancillary Services. 


Provincial Mental Hospital Farm 


The yield of farm produce was fairly good, and excellent 
from the Poultry Department. The production from the dairy 
herd was inadequate for the needs of the hospital. 


Housekeeping Department 


The wards were well supplied with basic necessities. A con- 
siderable quantity of badly worn and outmoded furniture was 
discarded from a number of the wards. This was replaced with 
modern, comfortable and attractive furniture. 


A program has been under way for several years to replace 
the ice boxes with electric refrigerators. This was essentially 
completed last year. There is, therefore, no longer need to harvest 
ice at this hospital. 

Ancillary Services 

The various Departments, including the Laundry, Linen 
Room, Print Shop, Sewing Room, Shoe Shop and Tailor Shop 
gave good service. The needs of the hospital were met. 

The Department of Public Works 
This Department was under the direction of the Chief En- 
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gineer, and the services were most satisfactory. An adequate 
amount of heat, light and water were supplied to the hospital. 
The sewage removal service was satisfactory. A certain amount 
of electricity was purchased from an outside source, due to al- 
terations under way in the Power Plant. 


Conclusion 


There were no essential changes in policy, but the treatment 
program was modified or extended, in conformation with current 
thinking in the treatment of mental illness. Group therapy was 
emphasized. Keeping in mind the needs and safety of the patients, 
it was possible to modify many of the restrictive, custodial meas- 
ures. With the help of the community locally, and at large, some 
progress was made in promoting more normal living conditions, 
by social contacts for our patients, while in hospital. The basic 
aim in treatment has been to return the patients to a productive 
life, in their home environment, as soon as possible. 


Deep appreciation is expressed by the Hospital administra- 
tion, for the encouragement and direction received from the 
senior officers of the Department of Public Health.

On December 31, 1955, there were in residence 1,008 male 
patients and 468 female patients. On leave or otherwise absent 
were 63 male patients and 48 female patients. The total patient 
population at the end of the year was 1,071 males and 506 female 
patients. This is a total of 1,577 patients, an increase of 53 over 
the previous year. 


There were 15 patients transferred here from other mental 
hospitals. During the year there were 687 admissions. This is an 
increase of 36 over the previous year. 


There were 540 discharges in 1955, an increase of 33 over 
last year. 36 patients were transferred to other mental hospitals 
and there were 58 deaths (49 autopsies). Thirty-one of these 
deaths were in the senile group. 


General Health 


This has been good during the year. There were no serious 
epidemics. T.A.B. immunization was carried out on all new ad- 
missions and all new staff, and booster doses were given when 
required. Chest X-rays were done on all new admissions and 
new staff. 


Treatment of Patients 


Electro Shock Therapy was given to 266 patients, and In- 
sulin Shock Therapy to 148. Combined E.S.T. and I.S.T. was 
given in many cases. Periodic supporting treatment (H.S.T.) was 
given in a considerable number of cases. The total number of 
Electro Shock treatments was 3,240 and of Insulin Shock treat- 
ments was 4,315. Group therapy was continued and found to be 
very helpful. 


The use of Largactil, Serpasil and Frenquel was continued 
during the year. Over 400 patients were tried on these prepara- 
tions. The results in the case of chronically disturbed patients, 
were excellent. The response of the new admissions was more 
variable. A summation of the results is being prepared at the 
present time. In general, our findings have been that these prep- 
arations are very helpful and have cut down the incidence of 
Electro Shock therapy remarkably. They also have made it pos- 
sible to move from seclusion most of the chronically disturbed 
patients who were transferred here years ago. 


Occupational Therapy 


This department has been very active. Work is being done 
on the wards as well as in the central building. The average daily 
attendance is 125 patients. All patients on acute treatment attend 
this department during the treatment period, as well as a con- 
siderable number of continuing treatment patients. 


Social Services 


The Social Service Worker, who was in England doing post 
graduate work, decided not to return to us. Miss Pon transferred 
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here from the Provincial Training School, Red Deer. 


This work is of great importance to us with regard to the 
investigation of new patients, rehabilitation of discharged 
patients, group therapy and public relations. In addition, the 
Social Worker carried out Correspondence School course work 
for our students in the school age group. This was very success- 
ful, all the students passing their grades. 


Recreational Activities 

A full-time program has been continued which includes all 
forms of recreational activities and takes in all wards. The D.V.A. 
continues to assist us providing stage shows, tickets to activities 
in the city and dance orchestras. 


The Students’ Christian Movement has begun to send us 
voluntary parties to assist in our recreational activities. This 
has been very successful. 


Library 


This department was very active during the year. It is un- 
der the supervision of the Social Worker and the Psychologist. 


Beauty Parlor 


This department was very active, about 20 patients per day 
being taken care of. 


Religious Services 
Various religious denominations held regular services at the 


institution and carried out certain social activities for the benefit 
of the patients. 


X-Ray Department 

This department continues to be very active. The work is in- 
creasing each year. 4,530 examinations were made during 1955, 
an increase of 500 over the previous year. In addition, the depart- 
ment carried out diathermy and B.C.G. work. 


Electroencephalograph 


This department continued to be very active. A total of 244 
E.E.G.’s and 126 E.C.G.’s and 47 B.M.R.’s was done during the 
year. In addition, Mr. Williamson, the technician, carried out 
E.E.G. work at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka. 


Laboratory 


A total of 12,500 procedures was carried out during the year. 
This is a slight increase over the previous year. The laboratory 
continues to be very busy. 


Both the laboratory and X-ray departments assisted in the 
training given by the Department for technicians from municipal 
hospitals. 


Surgical Services 
During the year 16 major operations and 44 minor opera- 
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tions were carried out, also 6 labotomies and 9 major fractures. 
This is a total of 75 procedures. There was, In addition, one birth. 


_ Dental Department 


A total of 3,612 treatments were carried out during the year. 
This is an increase of approximately 500 over the previous year. 
All types of dental work were done and all the patients in the hos- 
pital were examined during the year and treatment was done 
whenever necessary. All patients were examined as soon as Pos- 
sible after admission. 


In addition, Dr. Scott also did dental work in Rosehaven, 
Camrose, and held clinics for dental students from the University 
of Alberta. 


Training School 


Eight students graduated in Psychiatric Nursing in 1955, 
completing the three year course. There were 69 students in the 
various years of the three year course. 


Clinics and demonstrations were given to the students of the 
graduating classes from three of the city hospitals during the 
year. 


Department of Building and Maintenance 


Maintenance work was well kept up during the year. The 
new staff dining room was opened and the new Admission build- 


ing was completed during the year and was opened in January, 
1956. 


Fire Protection 


Fire practices were held at frequent intervals. Inspection 
was carried out by the Fire Protection Branch. The present sys- 
tem of fire practice appears to be working very well. There were 
no fires in 1955. 


Farm 


Farm operations were very successful. The crop was one of 
the best in years. 


Garden 


The garden crop was also one of the best in many years. The 
crops were exceptionally good due to adequate rainfall. 


Laundry 


New equipment was again added during the year. This de- 
partment does very good work. They do extensive repairs on 
worn or damaged clothing, materially reducing the amount of 
money needed to provide clothing. 


Tailor Shop 


This department was also very busy. A great amount of 
work was done during the year. 
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Shoe Shop 

This department remains very busy and does excellent re- 
pair work. 
Sewing Room 


This department does very good work. 


Dietary Department 


This department continues to function very well. The new 
staff dining room was opened during the year and new furniture 
was added. 


Police Court 


During the earlier part of the year police court work took up 
a lot of time and required the services of at least one member of 
the medical staff most afternoons. However, during the last half 
of the year, the appointment of a police court physician lessened 
the work. We still see a considerable number of remand cases. 


Business Office 

This office continues to function in its usual efficient manner. 
The staff is up to strength. 
Medical Records Office 

The work of the department is done by an efficient steno- 
graphic staff. 
Staff 


The staff situation on both the male and female sides has 
remained good. We have had no difficulty keeping our establish- 
ment filled, although we are still short of graduate nurses. 


Visitors 


During the year the hospital was visited by the Hon. Dr. 
Cross, Hon. Mr. Taylor, and Dr. MacLean and the Visiting Board 
carried out its annual inspection in the fall. These visits were 
very much appreciated. 


Public Relations 


Both the Social Worker and the Superintendent addressed 
various organizations in the city on the work of the hospital and 
various problems in the psychiatric field. These contacts are very 
useful. 


The fourth year students from the University of Alberta 
School of Medicine were given regular clinics during the year.

Movement of Residents 


On January 1, 1955, the resident population at Rosehaven 
numbered 426, of which 251 were men and 175 were women. The 
total number in residence on December 31, 1955 was 415, 245 men 
and 170 women. 


Admissions to Rosehaven during 1955 numbered 63, of 
which 32 were transferred from Provincial Mental Hospital, 
Ponoka, and 31 from Provincial Mental Institute, Edmonton. 
There were 33 residents returned from leave of absence or elope- 
ments, making a total of 96 admissions. 


Separations from Rosehaven numbered 107 during the year, 
67 of this number attributable to death, two to formal discharge, 
35 to leave of absence and three to elopement. Ten residents re- 
mained on extended leave on December 31, 1955. 


Admissions throughout the year were in the form of trans- 
fers from other mental institutions in Alberta, filling beds as 
these were made available by death or discharge. 


Deaths were due to degenerative causes chiefly. 


Accidents and Elopements 


During the year a number of residents received injuries 
caused by accidental falls or interference from other residents. 
Many of these resulted in contusions and lacerations of a minor 
nature requiring first aid measures. In 52 instances more exten- 
sive treatment was required, 13 of these were fractures, 14 were 
lacerations requiring suturing and 25 required diagnostic X-ray 
or bed care. There were nine incidents of patients leaving the 
grounds without permission. All were returned without incident, 
three requiring police assistance in locating the resident. 


General Health 


The general health of the residents was considered good in 
view of the age of these individuals. An increasing number re- 
quired nursing care and marked progressive mental and physical 
decline was apparent in the majority of the residents. 


During the year, 515 patients required infirmary bed care 
and each averaged 8.9 days in bed. There were 21 patients admit- 
ted to St. Mary’s Hospital, Camrose, for surgical, medical or or- 
thopedic treatment. Laboratory and X-ray work done at St. 
Mary’s Hospital for patients other than those admitted for treat- 
ment consisted of 112 laboratory tests, 40 X-rays and four cast 
applications. 


Medical care was supplied by a doctor from the Smith Clinic, 
Camrose. 


Dental care and examinations were undertaken twice in the 
year. The dentist from the Provincial Mental Institute was in at- 
tendance. Emergency work was done by a local dentist. 
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Occupational Therapy 


There has been no organized occupational therapy service es- 
tablished at Rosehaven. Residents were encouraged to do handi- 
work and were supplied with material. A few residents worked 
in the institutional services and groups of male residents assisted 
with the garden work in the summer. 


Approximately 70 residents assisted with light housekeeping 
duties to some extent. 


Religious Service 


Various religious denominations held services at the institu- 
tion during the year. 


Recreation 


Walking parties and lawn groups were taken out each day 
when the weather permitted. A movie film was shown each week. 
Approximately 250 residents have been in attendance. Parties 
in the form of bingo, tea dances and cards have been arranged 
at least once a month. Games, cards and puzzles have been sup- 
plied to the wards. A collection of records has been obtained and 
music was enjoyed on occasion. A television set, donated by a 
local organization, has provided considerable diversion. Car 
rides were arranged periodically by the same organization for 
about 150 residents. Several Christmas parties were enjoyed by 
all the patients. Ex-servicemen have been visited regularly by 
the local branch of the Canadian Legion. 


Buildings 


A new 80-bed unit was under construction and nearing com- 
pletion. A new laundry containing ample modern equipment and 
facilities was ready for operation at the year’s end. 


Maintenance of the buildings has been very satisfactory and 
repairs have been done promptly. 
Garden and Grounds 


Established garden and grounds show little change and have 
been well maintained. Excavation and building have hampered 
any landscaping in the vicinity of the newer structures. 


Staff 


The general health of the staff during the year has been 
good. Vacancies on the staff establishment created by resigna- 
tion, have been readily filled in most instances. Difficulty was ex- 
perienced, however, in filling graduate nurses’ positions. 


Visitors 


Regular visits were made to Rosehaven by the Director of 
Mental Health. 


The Eugenics Board as a visiting committee made its annual 
visit.

Movements of Patients 


In residence on January 1, 1955, there were 95 patients. 
Four patients were on leave of absence for Christmas and the 
New Year. 


There was one admission under the Mental Defectives Act 
and one re-admission under the Mental Defectives Act. 


There were two patients transferred here from the Provin- 
cial Mental Hospital, Ponoka. 


Two patients were discharged—one to the care of her rel- 
atives and one to a hospital in Quebec. They were discharged as 
unimproved. 


One patient died during the year. 


Accidents or Elopements 


One patient sustained a Colles fracture. There were no acci- 
dents of a serious nature and there were no elopements. 


General Health 


The health of the patients was very good throughout the 
year. Patients and staff received Typhoid vaccine. The necessary 
X-ray and laboratory tests were done at the Claresholm Munici- 
pal Hospital. 


Occupational Department. 


The usual sale of work was held in December. Many favour- 
able comments were made regarding the display of work. 


During the winter months one staff member endeavours to 
keep the patients who do not attend the occupational class busy. 
They are encouraged to knit, embroider, color or make scrap 
books, do simple jig saws, and play checkers or cards. 


In the summer twenty to twenty-five patients work in the 
garden and grounds under the supervision of a ward aide. 


Recreational Activities 


The United Church Choir visited the hospital at Christmas 
and Easter and their music was enjoyed by the patients. 


The Salvation Army group visited the hospital at Christmas 
and held a short program and distributed gifts to the patients. 


Thirty-five patients were driven around the town by staff 
members to see the Christmas decorations and taken to one of 
the staff’s home for lunch. This outing was greatly enjoyed by 
the patients. 


Films were shown to the patients twice each month. 


. When weather permits during the winter the patients are 
taken for walks and many go out on parole. In the summer 
months all the patients are taken out on the grounds. 
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The usual parties, sports day, and dances were enjoyed. 


Religious Services 


_ Local clergymen conducted services each Sunday afternoon 
which were well attended by the patients. 


Dentistry 


_. Dr. Palmer from the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, 
visited this hospital in June and gave the necessary dental care. 
Any emergency dental work was done by the local dentists. 


Fire Protection 


The buildings were inspected by the fire inspector. Fire 
practices were held and equipment checked. 


Buildings 
Repairs to the buildings and equipment were carried out by 
maintenance staff. Some re-decorating was done. 


Gardens and Grounds 

-The vegetable crop was excellent and it is hoped there will 
be enough to supply the hospital for the year. 
Visitors 

The hospital has been visited by Dr. R. R. MacLean, Director, 


Division of Mental Health, and his help and advice were greatly 
appreciated. 


The Eugenics Board, acting as a visiting board, made rounds 
of the hospital and grounds. 


Relatives and friends visited the patients during the year.

Movement of Patients 


On January lst, 1955 there were one hundred and thirty- 
four patients enrolled, one hundred and thirty-three in residence 
and one on leave of absence. There were two transfers received 
from other mental hospitals. There was one re-admission and 
three first admissions. Separations included one discharge and 
five deaths. Thus on December 31, 1955 there were in residence, 
one hundred and thirty-three patients and one patient on an ex- 
tended leave of absence. 


Accidents and Elopements 
There were no elopements and only minor accidents causing 
bruises but no broken bones. 


General Health 


One minor and two major surgical operations were neces- 
sary to patients as follows: one patient underwent surgery for a 
Hysterectomy. One patient underwent an emergency Laparoto- 
my and Caecostomy preparatory to the removal of a huge cancer- 
ous tumor but patient did not rally from the first operation. One 
patient had a mole removed from her chest when it began new 
growth. One patient was treated for an active Duodenal Ulcer. 


Occupational Therapy 


Patients are occupied in the laundry, sewing room, kitchen, 
nurses’ residence and on the wards. The occupational parlor for 
needlework is comfortably furnished with overstuffed chairs and 
chesterfields and there is a radio. Rag rugs made by patients 
cover the floor. 


Inbrary 


The patients’ library is situated in the Occupational Parlor. 
One new book is added monthly. Current magazines are available 
from subscriptions or from donations of local friends. 


Religious Services 


Church services are held at the hospital once monthly. These 
clergymen also preside at patients’ funerals when required to do 
so. 


Recreation and Entertainment 


The picture shows continue to be the most enjoyable enter- 
tainment, and these are shown at the hospital twice monthly. 
Special holidays are celebrated with a concert, dance or party. A 
sports day is held during the summer, and occasionally picnic 
suppers served on the lawn. There is a radio and piano on the 
ward and also in the Annex sitting room. 


Staff Changes 
One boiler room employee reached retirement in June and 
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was replaced. The Department of Public Works also engaged a 
full time gardener to work on the lawns and flower beds. 


Visitors 


Periodic inspections were made by members of the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, Public Works, Fire Department, Electri- 
cal and Boiler Inspectors. The Provincial Visiting Board made 
their annual visit of inspection. 


Gardens and Grounds 


Much improvement was made on the lawns and flower beds 
this summer. The vegetable gardens yielded abundantly with 
sufficient produce for our summer and winter requirements. 


Conclusion 


The hospital capacity has been maintained throughout the 
year and the general health of the patients has been satisfactory.

In Residence, Admissions, Discharges, Deaths 


The population has shown the same consistent rise as during 
recent years; a total of 126 admissions were effected during 1955, 
of which 52 were Moron, 31 Imbecile and 13 Idiots. A reversal 
has occurred this year, as this is one of the first years in which 
the dischargeable admissions have exceeded the number of cus- 
todial admissions. Total population is now 698. 


The number of trainees discharged from the School, many 
of whom were found employment, was 49 this year, exceeding 
last year’s total by 16. Four males were transferred, three to the 
Provincial Mental Hospital and one to the Baker Memorial Sana- 
torium. There were seven deaths. 


Application for Admission 


There were fewer applications for admission this year than 
last. Ninety-nine applications were received. 
Eugenics Board Visits, Sterilizations, ete. 


There were 60 presentations to the Eugenics Board this year, 
and in conformity with their recommendations 48 trainees were 
operated upon for sterilization, 33 males and 15 females. One case 
was deferred. 


Staff Changes and Activities 


A Medical Officer was appointed to this School on 1st April 
this year, and this appointment has considerably minimized the 
work of the Medical Superintendent, and has undoubtedly re- 
sulted in more efficient medical services available for the trainee 
population. 


Health of Trainees and Staff 


The general health of the School population has been com- 
paratively good. Epidemics have occurred, but of minimal inten- 
sity. This included a localized outbreak of dysentery which was 
quickly controlled, and the usual instances of childhood types of 
fevers. 


Prophylactic immunizations against diphtheria and whoop- 
ing cough were carried out on patients. Enteric fever immuniz- 
ation was carried out on all patients and staff, and Salk vaccine 
was made available and administered to 47 patients. 


During the year one trainee was found to be suffering from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and was transferred to the Baker Me- 
morial Santorium for treatment. 


Three trainees were transferred to the Preenen Mental 
Hospital as a result of developing acute psychotic states which 
could not be treated at this School. 


The dental care of the trainees has remained consistently 
high and the School dentist has performed the necessary dental 
work.

Training Program for Nurses and Attendants 


The training program, which was reoriented during the 
previous year, has proven to be most effective in subserving the 
best needs of both the nursing staff and the institution. Ten 
women and four men completed the course. The early waning of 
enthusiasm of a select minority each year has resulted in the 
less interested staff members dropping out and the more inter- 
ested staff members reaching second and third year subjects, and 
it has been possible to augment the technical calibre of the clini- 
cal subjects for this group. It is anticipated that next year will 
show a graduating class of at least 20 persons who have com- 
pleted the three year course, making it the largest graduating 
class in the history of this institution. It is further anticipated 
that graduating classes will continue to increase, and that their 
actual knowledge in clinical subjects, as well as nursing pro- 
cedures, will be considerably higher than has been obtained in 
former years. 


Training Program for Trainees 


The program for trainees has been augmented and amplified. 
There were a total of 122 children receiving Sense Training dur- 
ing this year, and 105 attending academic school classes. This 
total of 227 this year versus 140 in 1954, represents an increase 
of 62% in this year’s school attendance over last year. The aug- 
mentation of the use of the school facilities has been made pos- 
sible by incorporating in the daily program for the senior classes 
a period of manual training. In this way the effect of tedium 
which might readily be obtained on a mentally defective child 
has been to a large extent obviated inasmuch as the child is not 
expected to devote the entire day to academic subjects, but rather: 
split the day into handwork as well as academic training. Despite 
the fact that the actual daily hours of academic school training 
has been lessened this has in no way minimized the progress 
which the children have been making. 


Recreational Activities 

Recreational therapy is used as an important adjunct to the 
training and social disciplining of the trainees. It should be noted 
that the behaviour of even mid-grade defectives to low imbecile 
level can be considerably improved, and the amount of care they 
require minimized by being able to take them from the constant 
ward atmosphere and allow them to play simple games, attend 
moving picture performances and concerts in the Recreation Hall. 


The average daily attendance at the Recreation Hall over the 
year was 215 trainees per day. In addition there were special 
parties and activities which took in an additional 450 children 
per month. The weekly moving picture performances included the 
attendance of 500 children per week. There were 600 attendan- 
ces at the Red Deer Municipal Swimming Pool by the trainees at 
this School. Amongst the other activities for the year were bas- 
ketball, hockey, baseball, skating, track meets, amateur hours 
and choral training. 


Occupational Therapy 
The Occupational Therapy department has also shown a

marked increase and impetus in its work during the past year. 
There were a total of 15,868 attendances with an average daily 
attendance of 77 children. 


It has been possible to include many children of categories 
who do not have available for them sense training classes and 
school instruction classes, this has resulted in diversification of 
both activities and geographical location for many children who, 
without activities of this sort, would do very little but sit about 
a ward all day long developing irritations, disinterest generally 
in their surroundings and ultimately become wholely dependent 
upon nursing care and attention. 


The type of work carried out in the Occupational Therapy 
Department has been basket work, embroidery, soft toy making, 
rug making, and crochet work. Preliminary work has also begun 
in ceramics. 


Farm Instructor 


The work of the Farm Instructor this past year has included 
such items as lectures and demonstrations in farm work, market 
gardening, poultry raising, brooder house construction, and farm 
field work. 


There has been some reorientation in agricultural training 
inasmuch as the senior schoolboys are now spending part of the 
day with the agricultural instructor. Hence 15 schoolboys were in- 
cluded in the agricultural instruction classes as well as the popu- 
lation residing at the farm villa. 


Shoemaker 


Many children incapable of complete ambulation or with 
some degree of spasticity have been included in the shoemakers 
department. Since of necessity, due to the lack of industrialized 
areas in the vicinity of Red Deer, it has not been possible to 
place many boys with a shoemaker or in a shoe factory, the work 
of the shoemaker is largely to provide therapy for spastic or 
crippled children who will perforce remain at the School most 
of their lives. This work has been interesting for them and at 
the same time has provided the School with prompt shoe repairs. 


Vocational Training 


In this department the gross increase in efficiency and ac- 
tivity have been noticeable during the past year. From February 
to June there was an average of 38 boys receiving instruction in 
shop work daily. From November to December there was an av- 
erage of 30 boys receiving instruction in shop work. During the 
summer months a camp site was purchased by the Parents/ 
School Association for Exceptional Children of the Red Deer 
Training School. A small group of senior boys, under the direc- 
tion of the Vocational Training Instructor, cleared a large area 
of land and constructed on a concrete foundation a summer cot- 
tage with an overall dimension of 25’ x 50’. This cottage will be 
used in ensuing years to provide 12 to 15 children per week a 
holiday at a lake resort. This will act as an additional incentive 
for the children to apply themselves to their training program 
during the winter months, and will also act as an additional in- 
centive towards socially acceptable behaviour. 
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In addition to the cottage at Gull Lake there were also made 
in shop working classes flower stands, foot stools, tables, trays, 
post boxes for school, games for wards, and the usual categories 
of wood handicrafts carried out at most schools. 


Social Work Service 


This service has been an important one in continuing the dis- 
charge and supervision of trainees from this school. The Social 
Worker made a total of 332 visits to trainees and prospective em- 
ployers. The situation is still in existence in which there is a 
greater demand for our trained trainees for outside work than 
we are able to supply. 


Extra Mural Activities 


This year, as in previous years, the School staff were called 
upon to give many talks, radio broadcasts, to Women’s Institutes 
and Home and School Associations, as well as Service Clubs. 
There were a total of nine radio broadcasts given. 


During the year it has been possible to install three T.V. 
sets donated by various public bodies and interested parties. The 
sets have been installed in the schoolboys’ and schoolgirls’ wards, 
and one in the infirmary ward, where there are many spastic and 
crippled children of comparatively high intelligence level for 
whom this additional diversion has caused considerable happi- 
ness. 


The Guidance Clinic team has continued to be recruited from 
the staff of this School, and its work is described in the Annual 
Report of the Red Deer Guidance Clinic. 


Due to the continued interest of the Parent/School Organ- 
ization for Exceptional Children of Red Deer Training School, 
169 children went away for summer holidays this year for periods 
varying from one to three months, and 104 children went home 
for a week during the Christmas holiday. 


New Construction 
A site was cleared for a new Clinical building. 


Farm and Garden Produce 


The excellent weather which prevailed during the past sum- 
mer has resulted in a slightly better than average farm and 
vegetable garden crop. Approximately 165 tons of potatoes and 
45 tons of beets, carrots, cabbage, parsnips and turnips, were 
harvested. Registered seed throughout was provided for the po- 
tato crop with excellent results. One field of oats yielded an aver- 
age of 90 bushels per acre which was considered above average. 
The barley crop was poorer than it could have been because of 
an infection of aphids in the late spring. 


The dairy herd has kept up a good standard of milk pro- 
duction with 13% above the breed class average for milk and 
9% above the breed class average for butter fat. The number of 
purebred cows has been increased enabling the Farm Manager to 
cull out some of the poorer cows, thereby increasing the herd 
average in quality. 
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Laundry and Linen Repair Room 


There has been a 26.2% increase in the number of articles 
laundered over 1954. With the exception of minor difficulties 
that have been encountered the operation of the Laundry has 
been fairly efficient. 


Late this year we established a Central Linen Supply Room 
for sheets, hoping to minimize yet further laundry difficulties. 
Plans have been incepted to extend the Central Linen Supply for 
all major items during this coming year. 


The Linen Repair Room has manufactured approximately 
10,000 new articles of linen and clothing as well as performing 
the usual task of keeping articles of clothing and linen now in 
use properly mended. A linen marking machine has been pro- 
cured which is working very satisfactorily and should result in 
a smaller number of articles lost or misplaced due to poor mark- 
ing. 


Kitchen and Dining Room 


The Dining Room has been supplied with a new Steam Table 
replacing the old one which was becoming inefficient and obsolete. 

The Kitchen has been supplied with a new Bake Oven and 
new steam jacketted roaster, a new vegetable slicer attachment 
for the Hobart Mixer and 48 new baking pans. This has brought 
the quality of the kitchen equipment up to a fairly high standard 
and has enabled the staff to produce varied and nourishing meals 
for patients as well as staff. 
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MENTAL STATUS OF FIRST ADMISSIONS, RE-ADMISSIONS AND TRANSFERS 
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PROVINCIAL GUIDANCE CLINICS 


PROVINCIAL GUIDANCE CLINICS, NORTHERN ZONE 


The year of heaviest work has been 1955 and there is an 
increasing demand for the services of the Clinic. 


The total case load was 1,287 patients made up of 957 new 
cases, and 530 cases that were re-examined or carried in treat- 
ment. The total work load was 6,802—with a continuing emphasis 
being placed on treatment of cases drawn from the Edmonton 
area. 


91.2% of all new cases fall in age groups under 20 years of 
age. 


There has been a slight increase in the number of Mental 
Defectives seen in the Guidance Clinic, particularly in the under 
Six age group, with a considerable increase in Emotional Dis- 
turbances in the six to 19 year age group, with an increasing 
number of these being diagnosed Juvenile Schizophrenia. 


There was a drop of 5% in the number of cases being re- 
ferred by schools (34.1%), but this was more than overcome by 
the number referred by friends or members of the family, 21.4%. 
The Medical profession and Medical Clinics referred 22.4% of all 
new cases. Educational activity with community organizations, 
Home and School groups, Medical and Nursing students, con- 
tinued at a high level. 


City of Edmonton 

615 new cases and 240 re-registered cases were examined 
from Edmonton and the surrounding area. The work load was 
5,390 periods. 
Barrhead and Westlock 

22 new cases and seven re-registered cases were examined. 
Total work load was 104. 
Camrose and Wetaskiwin 


Two Clinics were held in the Camrose area, and regular 
Clinics in the Wetaskiwin area. There were 52 new cases and 
six re-examined cases. Total work load was 205. 


Wainwright and Holden 

New cases examined were 37 in number and fourteen re- 
registered. Total work load was 190. 
Athabasca and Lac La Biche 

No Clinics were held in Lac La Biche. There were 14 new 
cases and eight re-registered. The total work load was 62. 
Bonnyville, St. Paul and Two Hills 


The number of new cases was 59 and nine re-registered. The 
total work load was 185. 


116 DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 


Vegreville and Vermilion 


There were 59 new cases and 20 re-registered. The total 
work load was 257. 


Peace River and Grande Prairie 


Two trips of two weeks’ duration were made into these areas 
of the Province. There were 91 new cases examined and 17 re- 
registered. The total work load was 373. 


PONOKA DISTRICT GUIDANCE CLINIC 


The Clinics in this district have been serviced by a Psychia- 
trist, Psychologist, and Social Worker of the Provincial Mental 
Hospital staff. Clinics were held at Ponoka, Rimbey, Stettler and 
Castor. Twenty-eight new and seventeen re-registered cases were 
seen, with a total work load of 137. This is a decrease from 1954. 
Of the cases seen, 28% were referred by schools, 43% by private 
doctors, 11% by Public Health Nurses, and the remainder by 
various other sources. Besides holding Clinics, the Clinic staff 
has, on various occasions, been asked to speak at teachers’ meet- 
ings and several women’s organizations. 


Ponoka-Rimbey 


Only one Clinic was requested at Rimbey during the past 
year. No Clinics were held at Ponoka, but a number of cases were 
examined, for the most part at the request of one of the local 
physicians. There were 18 new cases and five re-registered, with 
a total work load of 71. 


Castor 


One Clinic was held at Castor. There were three new cases 
and two re-registered. The total work load was 19. 


Stettler 


Three Clinics were held at Stettler. There were seven new 
and 10 re-registered cases seen. Total work load was 47. 


RED DEER GUIDANCE CLINIC 


The work of the Clinic this year has maintained the impetus 
that has been established in previous years. 


Due to the increase of work at the Provincial Training 
School, physical therapy has of necessity declined, e.g., there 
were only 25 electro-convulsant treatments given as opposed to 
the 45 given last year. Patients have been referred for treat- 
ment, therefore, to the Mental Hospitals instead of at the Muni- 
cipal Hospital in Red Deer. 


There was a total of 437 interviews carried on this year as 
well as 69 psychometric examinations. There were 98 new 
patients seen, 48 of whom were males and 50 of whom were 
females. This is a slight increase over last year. There were 31 re- 
registered cases seen also. 


Several children have been treated on a play therapy basis 
this year with satisfactory results. 
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Extra Clinic Activities 


As in previous years members of the Clinic staff have been 
called upon to appear as guest speakers at Home and School As- 
sociation meetings, Women’s Institutes, Service Clubs and radio 
broadcasts. There was a total of 12 talks, and nine radio broad- 
casts given over radio CKRD. 


PROVINCIAL GUIDANCE CLINICS, SOUTHERN ZONE 


The Southern Zone, with headquarters in Calgary, has un- 
dergone some reorganization in the past year in that a perman- 
ent office, staffed by a Social Worker, has now been fully estab- 
lished in Lethbridge. Since September only consultative psychia- 
tric services have been available to the Calgary Clinic. There have 
been many other staff changes. 


There were 388 new cases examined, consisting of 207 
males and 181 females, and 301 re-registered cases. This shows 
a reduction of 163 new and 13 re-registered cases from 1954. The 
total work load was 4,674, a decrease of 1,069 work periods from 
the previous year. Part of this decrease is due to the fact that 
the statistics for the Lethbridge Zone are now being compiled in 
a separate report. 71% of the new cases were children and ado- 
lescents under the age of 19, reflecting the emphasis on preven- 
tative mental health work. 33.8% of the new cases were self- 
referrals; 18.6% were referred from the schools; 18.3% from 
physicians in private practice and the remainder were from 
other sources. There were 69 mental defectives examined during 
the year. 


Relatively few Clinics were held outside of Calgary, except 
for the monthly trips to Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, by the 
psychiatrist and psychologists. Clients from the area surround- 
ing Calgary are usually seen in Calgary. 


City of Calgary 
There were 326 new cases examined, and 269 re-registered. 
The total work load for Calgary was 4,440. 


Claresholm 

A two-day Clinic was held at Claresholm in 1955. There 
were 12 new cases seen and one re-registered. The total work load 
was 39. 


High River 

One Clinic was held at High River, at which time one re- 
registered case and six new cases were examined. The work load 
was 13. 


Medicine Hat 


Nine Clinics were held at Medicine Hat. There were 44 new 
cases examined, and 30 re-registered cases. The total work load 
was 182 periods. 


LETHBRIDGE GUIDANCE CLINIC 


The Lethbridge Provincial Guidance Clinic was opened at its 
present office in the Provincial Building in November, 1954. The 
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Social Worker arranged appointments and did follow-up inter- 
views with clients who were seen at the once monthly Clinics held 
when the psychiatrist and psychologist of the Calgary Provincial 
Guidance Clinic visited Lethbridge. In May, 1955, a stenographer- 
receptionist was appointed. 


Where possible, the interviews were held in advance of the 
visit by the Calgary Clinic members as a screening process, in 
order to facilitate their work and make it possible for them to 
see more patients in the time available. 


The Social Worker for this Clinic also accompanied those 
from the Calgary Clinic on once monthly trips to Medicine Hat. 
When these Clinics were held, the Social Worker returned to the 
Calgary Clinic in order to discuss the disposition of the Medicine 
Hat and Lethbridge cases. 


Much of the Social Workers’ time during the year was spent 
in organizing the Lethbridge Clinic. The work in Lethbridge plus 
the work involved in trips to Medicine Hat has kept the staff of 
this Clinic fully occupied. 


During 1955 the new cases registered were 102 and in 1954 
108. The increase in the amount of work that was able to be done 
on each case is shown in the work load for the Social Worker 
which was 586 in 1955 and 198 in 1954. The total work load 
of the Lethbridge Clinic for 1955 is 769 and 404 for 1954. 


This Clinic has a very large area to serve and sees adults, as 
well as children and their parents. During the year nine children 
were seen for play therapy interviews. It is felt that an increase 
in staff in this Clinic will make it possible not only to serve a 
greater number of adults and children, but also to give more 
qualitative intensive help by means of more interviews per 
patient.

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THE EUGENICS BOARD 


The Eugenics Board for the Province of Alberta held twelve 
meetings during the year 1955. All of these meetings were held 
at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, and the Provincial 
Training School, Red Deer, with the exception of one which was 
held at the Provincial Mental Institute, Edmonton. The dates of 
the meetings held during 1955 were as follows:

Cases Presented 


The Board considered a total of 111 cases, one of which had 
been presented previously, and one of which was deferred. Of 
the 109 cases which were passed by the Board in accordance with 
the Sterilization Act (1937-C.47, S.5), 61 were male and 48 
female. Of this number 28 were passed subject to their own con- 
sent, and three were passed subject to the consent of the parent 
or guardian. 


Of the 109 cases passed by the Board during the year, 68 had 
been first examined at a Provincial Guidance Clinic, although 
some of these had been institutionalized before presentation. 
This group of 68 cases was made up of 43 males and 25 females. 


Operations 


Operations were performed on 70 cases during the year, 45 
being male and 25 female. All of these operations were per- 
formed at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, with the ex- 
ception of three cases, two of which were operated upon at the 
Provincial Mental Institute, Edmonton, and one of which was 
operated upon at the University of Alberta Hospital, Edmonton, 
by request and by special financial arrangement. 


The surgical operations mentioned above were performed by 
the Surgical Consultants, Dr. J. W. Richardson, of Calgary, or 
Dr. J. Ross Vant, of Edmonton. 


Dr. E. R. Selby, member of the Board, of Calgary, died on 
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June 17th, 1955. At the meeting held on September 3rd, Dr. W. 
R. Fraser, of Calgary, who had served as official substitute for 
Dr. Selby for several years, was appointed to the board in Dr. 
Selby’s place. 


As in previous years, the Eugenics Board wishes to express 
its Sincere appreciation and thanks to the Director, Division of 
Mental Health, to the Medical Superintendents and their re- 
spective staffs, and the Guidance Clinics, for their cooperation 
in connection with the work of the Board.

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BLOOD TRANSFUSION SERVICE

Blood Donations 


We have pleasure in reporting that a total of 51,156 bottles 
of blood were received from voluntary donors during 1955, in 
centres throughout Alberta and in the adjoining regions of B.C., 
the N.W.T., and the Yukon. 


This was the second successive year in which over 50,000 
blood donations were obtained within the extremely large area 
serviced by the Calgary and Edmonton depots of the Canadian 
B.T.S. It should be added, however, that for the first year since 
the Service began operating, the 1955 statistics indicate a reduc- 
tion in number in the total blood donations received. 


Whereas in 1954, 54,330 bottles of blood were collected, 3,174 
fewer voluntary blood donations were received in 1955—a loss 
of approximately 6 per cent. Currently, therefore, 1954 remains 
the year of greatest activity in this particular aspect of our work, 
and this is true of the Service as a whole, across Canada. 

There is no question that all volunteers, the organizers of 
clinics, clinic staffs, and our depot staffs worked hard to maintain 
and surpass the 17% increase achieved in 1954 as compared to 
1953, but the fall-off in blood donations during 1955 is serious. It 
may be attributed, in part, to the lack of any special appeal to the 
Dee such as we had when the blood fractionation program first 

egan. 


In northern Alberta, the most marked decrease in blood 
procurement was in the city of Edmonton, and it is hoped that a 
Blood Donor Committee can be formed to investigate the possi- 
bilities of obtaining more donors in the largest city and all of the 
major urban centres of population. Throughout Alberta the 
heavy proportion of the load has been carried by the cities and 
towns where field mobile clinics have been held. (Table 1)

Blood Transfusions 


During 1955, the number of whole blood transfusions ad- 
ministered in hospitals supplied from the Edmonton and Calgary 
depots amounted to 32,086 x 500 cc’s; the Edmonton depot being 
responsible for 17,173 and the Calgary depot for 14,913 of these 
transfusions. 


16,471 patients received these blood transfusions, 9,180 in 
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the north, and 7,291 patients in the south. That is, the average 
was nearly 2 x 500 cc’s per patient. 


Plasma for Fractionation Products 


418 pools of liquid plasma were shipped from Edmonton 
and 416 pools from Calgary to the Connaught Laboratories, i.e. a 
total of 834 four-litre flasks during the 12 month period of 1955. 


Rh and Other Blood Group Investigations 
(Maternity cases, etc.) 


21,626 specimens were investigated in the Edmonton depot 
laboratories in 1955, and 13,413 in the Calgary laboratories of the 
Blood Transfusion Service during the same period—a remark- 
able total of 35,039 samples tested. 


It will be noted that such investigations have become a 
major part of the work offered freely to the medical profession, 
and through the profession, to the public. 


We are also fortunate in the exceptionally good laboratories 
that have been provided by the Government of the Province of 
Alberta for this work. Because of the valuable experience thus 
gained, and also in cross-matching procedures, several difficult 
cases have been assisted, and obstetricians, surgeons, and the 
medical profession as a whole have been better able to treat their 
patients in regard to blood transfusion therapy. 


Blood grouping, and the serology relating thereto are be- 
coming more and more complicated, as “new” blood groups are 
discovered—often at the rate of one or two each year. 


Each patient is of equal importance, but a certain amount of 
general interest was created in April, 1955, when a shipment of 
a rare type of blood was sent to Redwood City, California, from 
Edmonton, for a maternity patient and her newborn child. 


This humanitarian act was simply one phase of a research 
project that had already been in progress for over a year. The 
discovery of a type of Rh positive blood (known technically as 
ee of Rh genotype -D-/-D-), was confirmed on an international 

asis. 


In addition to the ground work carried out here by our 
senior technical staff, we are greatly in the debt of such inter- 
nationally known authorities as Dr. R. R. Race and Dr. Ruth 
Sanger of the Lister Institute, London, Dr. Philip Levine of New 
Jersey, and many of great experience including Mr. J. McIntyre, 
and the directors and staff of the National Canadian Red Cross 
Laboratory, Toronto. 


Both this infant and the mother received blood from AlI- 
berta, and both are now in good health. 


The actual treatment of this case is of less importance than 
the fact that each new advance in the field of blood group re- 
search tends to increase our knowledge, and thus improves the 
value of the Service to those patients who require blood transfu- 
sion therapy. 


It is significant of the extent of the B.T.S. in Alberta that 
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121,570 patients have had a total of 214,247 transfusions between 
July, 1947, and December 31, 1955. 


At the present rate, about the end of 1956, some particular 
patient in Alberta, or in one of the other areas included in this 
region, will receive the transfusion that marks the 250,000th to 
ee given here since July, 1947, when the post-war Service first 

egan. 


We would also like to thank the Donor Panel Directors and 
their staffs for their constant help and cheerful assistance when 
we needed fresh blood or special donors in a great hurry, and 
through them, the members of the press and radio whose personal 
interest has made a great difference to our donor recruitment. 


Our current need is for an active committee whose members 
would correlate the efforts we have all made, as individuals, to- 
wards success of this program. In this type of public service, it is 
suggested that the committee(s) should include one or two mem- 
bers of the press and radio as well as members of the professions 
and executives of business organizations who have come to have 
a special interest in this work. Across Canada we have been asked 
for a 20% increase in blood donations in 1956 so that there will 
be a more adequate participation in the blood fractionation pro- 
gram, as well as maintaining our immediate local need of more 
new donors at a proper level. 


Taking everything into consideration, a great public debt is 
owed, in one important sense, to the voluntary donors and to the 
volunteers who give so much of their time to this Red Cross work. 
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Division of Hospital and Medical Services

INTRODUCTION 


The Division of Hospital and Medical Services administers 
the legislation whereby the Department of Public Health pro- 
vides, out of general revenue of the Province, certain health serv- 
ices. The services provided include the Provincial-Municipal Hos- 
pitalization Plan, maternity hospitalization for residents, hos- 
pitalization as well as medical, dental, optical and special treat- 
ment services for social services recipients and their dependents 
who qualify for these services, and hospitalization along with 
medical and surgical care in hospital for poliomyelitis sufferers. 
Also administered by this Division are direct grants paid to hos- 
pitals which include per diem grants, out-post hospital grants, 
orthopaedic grants, maternity home confinement grants, nurses 
training grants, and hospital construction grants. The hospital 
construction grant is shared equally by the provincial and federal 
governments, except in the case of nurses’ accommodation in 
teaching hospitals where the province pays a special grant of 
$1,000.00 per bed over and above the grant shared by the two 
governments. A special psychiatric grant is paid on a daily basis 
for those psychiatric cases hospitalized in special psychiatric 
wards in the University of Alberta Hospital and Calgary General 
Hospital. 


Besides the administration of the foregoing provincial serv- 
ices, the Division of Hospital and Medical Services supervises the 
Municipal Hospital Districts throughout the province which ad- 
minister their own hospitals. The inspection, approval and classi- 
fication of hospitals in the province is conducted by this Division 
and in 1955 a program of instructing and assisting approved hos- 
pitals in organizing a standard cost accounting system was in- 
stituted. The Nursing Aide School at Calgary and the School for 
Laboratory and X-ray Technicians at Edmonton, both sponsored 
by the province, also come under the supervision of this Division. 


The Province of Alberta is at present heavily committed to 
its residents for providing them with hospitalization services at 
nominal, or in some cases, no cost at all. The benefits provided by 
the province have been introduced gradually by various legisla- 
tion, until today, taken all together, they present almost a com- 
plete picture with low cost coverage available to almost every 
resident of the province. Features of the programs are the volun- 
tary nature of participation in them and the emphasis that they 
place on the decentralization of administration to.a local level 
wherever possible. The increasing participation in the provincial 
program that has been experienced appears to be an indication 
of the acceptance of these services by the people of Alberta and is 
an expression of the basic desire for such a program. The com- 
parative absence of private hospitalization coverage in Alberta, 
despite the non-compulsory nature of the provincial program, is 
a further indication of the acceptance and desire for such a pro- 
gram by the people.

Several important changes in the provincial program for the 
hospitalization of Alberta residents took place in 1955, which in- 
creased the financial responsibility of the Province considerably. 
Effective April 1, 1955, the following changes were instituted: 


The per diem grant paid on behalf of all active treatment 
residents hospitalized in approved hospitals (excluding patients 
whose hospital accounts are paid by the Federal government), 
was raised from 70 cents to $1.00 per patient day. 


An extra per diem grant of 50 cents per patient day was in- 
troduced, which is paid on behalf of all patients provided with 
special services under the Provincial-Municipal Hospitalization 
Plan as well as newborn, maternity and pensioner patients who 
qualify for hospitalization services. 


The per case payments on behalf of maternity patients were 
increased and the rate of payment for the first twenty days of a 
pensioner’s hospitalization was also increased. 


The province’s share of the costs of the Provincial-Municipal 
Hospitalization Plan was increased from 50 to 60% where local 
authorities made provision for special hospital services along 
with standard ward care for their ratepayers and contract 
holders. 


The amount spent per capita of population on hospitalization 
provided through this Division was $10.66 in 1955. This is con- 
siderably higher than the amount spent in 1954 ($8.87 per 
capita), and more than three times the amount spent in 1951 
($3.18 per capita). This is due primarily to an increase in spe- 
ca services and total days and to some extent increased hospital 
costs.

ALBERTA APPROVED HOSPITALS 


The number of approved hospitals in the province has re- 
mained unchanged in 1955. These approved hospitals are active 
treatment public hospitals which receive a per diem allowance on 
behalf of all the residents who are hospitalized in them. They are 
classified into groups according to the facilities and services that 
they provide. Not included in the approved hospitals are the 
chronic hospitals, the mental hospitals, the tuberculosis sanatoria, 
the private hospitals and the nursing homes in the province. The 
hospital statistics presented in this report pertain to approved 
hospitals only and do not include these latter institutions.

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The number of municipal hospitals was again increased in 
1955 with the opening of the new Municipal Hospital at Leth- 
bridge on June 1. The old city-owned Galt Hospital at Lethbridge 
was closed, thereby decreasing the number of municipally owned 
and community hospitals in the province to six. One of the hos- 
pitals, namely, Lloydminster Municipal (Lloydminster Union) 
Hospital, is located in Saskatchewan. 


The above hospitals were studied, for statistical purposes, 
according to their grouping. The patient days in 1955 were dis- 
tributed among these hospital groups in the following manner:

The percentage of patient days in group A hospitals, namely 
the hospitals in Edmonton and Calgary, has tended to increase, 
(see Diagram 3), primarily due to the fact that the increase in 
the province’s population is concentrated in the large urban 
centres. The distribution of patient days by the month is shown 
for each hospital group, excluding the D.V.A. Division of the 
University Hospital and the Calgary Alberta Red Cross Hospital, 
on Table 3. A very strong seasonal influence is noted from an 
examination of this table as well as Table 4 and Diagrams 4A and 
4B. March is almost invariably the high month for adult and child 
admissions and September is the low month. This is just as true 
for the urban as for the rural hospitals.

The number of people hospitalized in the province and the 
days spent in hospital by Alberta residents has continued to rise 
in 1955 with 1,885,626 patient days and 214,163 patients as 
against 1,825,710 patient days and 207,023 patients in 1954. The 
number of births in provincial approved hospitals and the num- 
ber of new-born days also rose slightly in 1955 with 259,599 days 
and 33,680 births as against 258,739 days and 32,984 births in 
1954. The increase in births is not as great as in previous years.

The average stay for adults and children has remained un- 
changed in 1955 at 8.9, the approximate level for the past ten 
years. For newborns, on the other hand, the average stay shows 
a continuous decline from 10.1 in 1946 to 7.9 in 1955. A slight rise 
in the utilization of hospital services, on the basis of population 
admitted during the year, is indicated by a rise from 19.5% in 
1954 to 19.7% in 1955. The rate of utilization of hospital facilities 
in Alberta has tended to increase since 1950, possibly reflecting 
to an extent the introduction of the Provincial-Municipal Hos- 
pitalization Plan. The rapid industrial development of the prov- 
ince and the consequent growth in population since 1947 appears 
mainly responsible for the continual rise in the number of people 
hospitalized—4,372 per day in 1947 to 5,877 per day in 1955. 


To meet this situation hospital facilities continued to be ex- 
panded, being 6,866 beds and cribs and 1,314 bassinets in 1955 as 
against 6,546 rated beds and cribs and 1,144 bassinets in 1954,

Since the non-residents, boarders and recipients of Veterans’ 
Allowance, together with Indians hospitalized in general hos- 
pitals, make up the 4% listed under others, this leaves 24.7% of 
the patients who could not meet eligibility requirements. A sub- 
stantial percentage of these have provided themselves with Blue 
Cross and private insurance company hospitalization coverage, 
largely on a group-insurance basis. 


Diagram 5 shows the progressive development of compre- 
hensive coverage under the Provincial-Municipal Hospitalization 
Plan. In 1951, 46.6% of the patients in hospital were Alberta resi- 
dents who were not covered and only 28.3% were provided with 
standard ward care. In 1955, on the other hand, 47.9% of the 
patients were covered under the Provincial-Municipal Hospital- 
ization Plan and only 24.7% were paying their own accounts. A 
rather diverse pattern is noted for the average length of stay for 
the various types of patients. The most pronounced trend is noted 
with the length of stay for maternity patients. It has declined 
steadily from 8.4 days in 1951 to 7.6 days in 1955. The length of 
stay for patients covered by the Provincial-Municipal Hospital- 
ization Plan has shown a slight tendency to increase during this 
period. This is in contrast to the self-paying patients whose aver- 
age stay has tended to remain stationary if not to decrease.

The overwhelming majority of Alberta patients discharged 
during 1955 stayed in hospital only a very short time. A tiny 
minority of the patients accounted for a large portion of the days 
(see Table 6 and Diagram 7). Thus more than half the patients 
(54.8%) stayed in hospital six days or less but accounted for 
only a little more than a fifth of the total days (21.1%). Seventy- 
six point four percent (76.4%) of the patients were discharged 
within 9 days but still accounted for just 40.2% of the days. Only 
3.5% of the patients stayed in 30 days or longer but accounted 
for over a quarter of the days (25.8%).

Self pay and insured primarily by other than Provincial Government plans. 
Non-resident, boarders and Recipients of Veterans’ Allowance. 
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In reviewing the length of stay of groups under different 
types of benefit we note certain variations. With patients who 
were responsible for their own accounts or were insured by other 
than the Provincial-Municipal Hospitalization Plan, 65.6% were 
discharged within 6 days of admission, while with patients re- 
ceiving complete hospitalization service under the Provincial- 
Municipal Hospitalization Plan 62.2% were discharged in the 
same period. The percentage of discharge as the stay becomes 
longer tends to even up. Approximately 97.0% of both groups 
were discharged within one month. 


Among old age pensioners and their dependents the propor- 
tion of short stay cases is much smaller than in other groups. 
Table 6 shows 31.8% discharged within 6 days, 48.2% within 9 
days and 88.4%* within one month. Only 3.4% stay in over 60 
days but they account for 25.1% of total old age pensioner hos- 
pital days. 


When the utilization of hospital services by age group is con- 
sidered (see Table 7 and Diagram 8), it is noted that the propor- 
tion of patients of the younger age groups continued to decline 
in 1955, a trend that has been noted since figures were first com- 
piled in 1951. Thus the percentage of patients under 40 years of 
age declined from 66.9% in 1951 (this would have been higher 
if polio was included) to 64.9% in 1955, and their total days 
went down from 53.1% (this is also lower because polio is not 
included) to 51.2% during the same period. On the other hand, 
the percentage of patients over 65 increased from 11.7% to 14.1% 
and their total days increased from 21.1% to 25.1%. Meanwhile, 
the age group in between remained unchanged in their proportion 
of patients and days. This trend indicates that the rate of util- 
ization of hospital facilities by the older age groups is rising 
while the rate for the other groups remains unchanged or is 
even declining. The aging of our population is also a factor that 
influences this situation. 


Finally, looking at the length of stay in hospital by age group 
(see Table 7), it is noted that the length of stay of children under 
10 tended to be lower in 1955 than during the previous two years. 
This could be due largely to the decline in the incidence of polio 
that has been experienced. The average stay of 10-19 year olds 
was the highest for the five year period considered. All other age 
groups remained unchanged or even lower, except for the 75 and 
over age group which was considerably above previous years at 
an average stay of 17.8 days. The increase in the stay of 10-19 
year olds is probably due to the rising accident rate experienced 
by this group in recent years. 





* Since 1.1% of the old age pension patients were dependents under 50 years of age, all of 
whom were short stay cases, the percentage of short stay cases would be smaller still and 
the percentages of longer stay cases among pensioners correspondingly greater if only the old 
age pensioners themselves were included.

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The total staff in approved hospitals increased from 8,460 in 
1954 to 8,968 in 1955. This increase was considerably smaller 
however, than it was during the previous two years when an in- 
crease of 916 in hospital staff was experienced in 1954 and an in- 
crease of 1,101 was experienced in 19538, the top year in hospital 
staff increases. The total staff in provincial approved hospitals 
has more than doubled since 1945 when a total staff of 4,107 was 
reported. The following is a breakdown of hospital staff in 1955 
with 1954 included for comparative purposes:

Total operating expenditures for all approved hospitals in 
the province during 1955 stood at $26,070,752.00 if depreciation 
and capital interest are included. Without these items the figure 
is $24,005,469.00*. The total operating revenue meanwhile was 
$25,023,818.00. Both items have increased considerably over the 
previous year, with expenditures tending to increase more than 
income (see following Table). A good part of this increased out- 
lay is due to the increase in the number of patient days during the 
year as discussed earlier in this report. Part of the slower rise 
in income for 1955 is explained by the new grants not coming 
into effect until April 1st. The rest of the explanation lies in the 
rise of costs per patient day, particularly of salaries and wages. 
These have increased from 48.7% of total hospital operating ex- 
penditures in 1950 to 57.5% in 1955, or 62.4% if depreciation 
and capital interest are excluded. This percentage varies between 
hospitals from 40.7% in the Turner Valley Municipal to 73.4% 
in the Calgary General. This rise in salaries and wages is a re- 
flection of a general trend towards higher rates of pay and short- 
er hours as well as of demands for more extensive hospital serv- 
ices which require additional and more specialized personnel. 
These demands reflect themselves in higher costs elsewhere in 
the hospitals, which along with increases in the general price 
index make for rapidly rising hospitalization costs. 


In order to institute standard hospital accounting in all 
approved hospitals a Hospital Consultant was appointed on a 
part-time basis. The Hospital Consultant, with assistance of 
members of this Division, prepared the Alberta Hospital Ac- 
counting Manual and conducted schools in the latter part of 1954 
on standard accounting procedures and uniform reporting of 
financial and statistical information. The hospitals began re- 
cording on this basis effective January 1st, 1955, and each hos- 


* Capital depreciation, debenture principal and interest are not included in provincial calcula- 
tions of hospital operating costs for assessing the overall financial position of hospitals, 
hence this latter figure is used in comparisons with operating revenue. 
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pital was asked to forward monthly a statistical return and an 
income and expenditure statement. In the latter part of 1955, two 
accounting sessions were held to further assist hospitals with ac- 
counting or reporting problems. Much progress has been made, 
the co-operation of the individual hospitals has been very good 
and a closer liaison exists between the hospitals and the Depart- 
ment. A good deal of practical advice to hospitals was given and 
the groundwork laid for further developments in this field.

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THE PROVINCIAL-MUNICIPAL HOSPITALIZATION 
PROGRAM 


An important change took place in 1955 under the Provin- 
cial-Municipal Hospitalization Plan. Effective April 1, 1955, the 
province’s share of the costs of this program was increased from 
50% to 60%. An extra per diem grant of 50 cents per patient day 
was paid in cases where local authorities provided their rate- 
payers and contract holders with special services as well as stand- 
ard ward care. 


Consequently, the province’s share of the costs of this plan 
rose considerably over the previous year to $3,544,190.19, an in- 
crease of $907,353.71 or 34.4% over 1954, accentuated by the 
rise in the total number of days and cases, with the result that in 
1955 the province expended an average of $46.29 per case or 
$4.32 per capita of population on the plan. In 1954 the province 
spent $34.25 per case and $3.04 per capita on the plan and in 1951 
the amounts were $20.17 and $1.01 respectively.

The average length of stay continued to increase, with the 
length of stay of patients, provided with standard ward care only, 
increasing faster than the length of stay for patients under the 
comprehensive program. This may be due to the increased ad- 
mittance to hospital of patients for diagnostic purposes only in- 
volving a short period of stay. 


On the basis of availability of coverage, the Plan, as of De- 
cember 31, 1955, was in effect in municipalities and hospital dis- 
tricts which contain 97.5% of the population of the province, 
excluding national parks and Indian reserves. Of these, 94.5% 
had the complete plan available to them. In 1954, the plan was 
available to 96% of the population and in 1953 to 92%. 
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The following tables show the payments to hospitals and the 
percentage distribution of costs according to responsible parties 
under the Provincial-Municipal Hospitalization Plan:

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THE MATERNITY HOSPITALIZATION PLAN 


_ _The most significant changes in the Alberta Maternity Hos- 
pitalization Plan which took place during 1955, was the upward 
revision of rates paid to hospitals on behalf of resident maternity 
patients. With the inclusion of the per diem and the extra per 
diem grants paid on behalf of both mothers and newborns, the 
payments effective April 1st, 1953.

Group B Hospital—$10.90 per day plus $25.00 per case 
Group C Hospital—$ 9.80 per day plus $21.00 per case

As in the case of the Provincial-Municipal Hospitalization 
Program, the province’s expenditure on the Maternity Hospital- 
ization Plan rose considerably during 1955 to $2,542,969.90, an 
increase of $363,819.05 or 16.7% over 1954. This represents an 
average expenditure of $90.05 for each case covered in approved 
hospitals in 1955 as compared to $75.56 in 1954. Most of this in- 
creased expenditure is due to the revision of rates, since the num- 
ber of maternity patients and days increased only slightly over 
1954 (677 cases and 2,759 days). In addition, $9,480.00 was spent 
on behalf of 237 mothers, covered under the $40.00 confinement 
at home grant. This is down considerably over 1954 when 
$14,000.00 was spent on behalf of 350 mothers. 


The average stay of maternity patients continued to decline 
in 1955, with the result that it is the lowest since figures were 
first compiled in 1951. In 1955 it was 7.6 days as compared to 8.4 
days in 1951. This has tended to offset increases in maternity 
days due to the growth of the province’s population and the rising 
birth rate experienced during this period. This is borne out by the 
fact that the percentage of maternity days to total hospital days 
has declined to 13.0% from 14.0% in 1951. Meanwhile, the per- 
centage of maternity patients increased from 14.6 to 15.0% 
during the same period. 


As between hospital groups, 50% of the maternity patients 
in the province were in the city group A hospitals, 12.8% were in 
the group B hospitals and the remainder of the rural C, D and E 
hospitals. The average stay of maternity patients in the group A 
city hospitals was considerably lower (7.3 days) than in the other 
hospitals (7.9 days) for the B hospitals and 8.0 days for the 
others. 


HOSPITALIZATION AND TREATMENT SERVICES 
PROGRAM FOR SOCIAL SERVICE RECIPIENTS 


There was only one important change in the program of 
health care for Social Service Recipients in the province during 
1955. Effective April 1st, 1955, the payments for the first twenty 
days of pensioner hospitalization were increased and an extra per 
diem grant of 50 cents per patient day is paid on behalf of 
hospitalized pensioners.

These expenditures rose in 1955 ($295,501.35 over 1954), mainly due to increase of 
hospitalization payments. The average per pensioner expenditure for the group (including 
the amount spent in per diem grants on behalf of pensioner hospitalization) was $94.95 in 
1955. In 1954, the amount spent was $85.23. The details concerning the various benefits are 
discussed under separate headings. 


1. Hospitalization of Social Service Recipients 


The daily hospitalization payments including the $1.50 per 
day paid in per diem and extra per diem grants are as follows:

The number of days pensioners were hospitalized during the 
year was 250,615, an increase of 11.2% over 1954. The main rea- 
son for this increase is the rising rate of utilization of hospital 
facilities by pensioners, experienced since figures were first com- 
piled in 1951. In 1955 this trend continued. Thus there were 7.0 
days per pensioner in 1955 as compared with 6.7 in 1954 and 5.7 
in 1951. The number of pensioners hospitalized per eligible pen- 
sioner increased from 0.37 in 1951 to 0.46 in 1955 (see Table 
below). During the same period, there was no marked trend in 
the average length of stay of pensioners. It varied between 15 and 
16 days. This lends further evidence to the fact that the admis- 
sion rate among pensioners is increasing. 


The following table shows the average stay in hospital for 
each type of recipient, the number of individuals hospitalized 
compared with the number eligible for service. Data for previous 
years is included for comparative purposes. 
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2. Medical Care of Social Service Recipients 


The provincial program of medical care to this group re- 
mained unchanged from 1954, with the province continuing to 
pay the Alberta College of Physicians and Surgeons $1.8714 each 
month for every eligible individual under the plan and the latter 
looking after the disbursement of the funds to the individual 
practitioners concerned for medical services rendered to pension- 
ers. In 1955, the province spent $586,480.09 on this service as 
compared with $543,848.86 in 1954. Out of this total the College 
spent approximately $21,000.00 on the administration of this pro- 
gram. 


3. Dental Services for Social Service Recipients 


This program likewise remained unchanged from the year 
before. The province continued paying the Alberta Dental Asso- 
ciation 3314 cents each month for every eligible individual under 
the plan with the Association looking after payments to individ- 
ual dentists for services rendered to pensioners. This service cost 
the province $142,176.97 in 1955 as compared with $134,853.00 
the year before out of this total, $9,976.57 was spent on the ad- 
ministration of this program by the Association.

On examining the utilization of dental services by pensioners 
it is noted that it was higher in 1955 than during the previous two 
years. Most of the claims occur in the old age and the mother’s al- 
lowance groups, with the latter having about two-thirds the 
claims of the old age group. This high rate of utilization in the 
ee allowance group is due to the high percentage of chil- 

ren in it. 


4. Optical Services for Social Service Recipients 


A decrease in the optical services for pensioners and a slight 
drop in the expenditures on this phase of the program occurred 
in 1955, contrary to the general trend experienced elsewhere in 
the pension program. 


A total of 4,333 accounts for glasses were approved and paid 
for, with the expenditure being $55,776.91 as against $56,541.19 
in 1954, Out of these, 4,286 refractions were carried out by op- 
tometrists, about the same number as last year 4,265. The re- 
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mainder were done by eye specialists, and these were down very 
considerably from 1954. The total payments to optometrists in 
1955 was $19,376.71, slightly higher than last year. Payment to 
the medical eye specialists is a part of the over-all medical pro- 
gram. 


POLIOMYELITIS HOSPITALIZATION AND 
TREATMENT PROGRAM 


_ There was no change in the provincial program for the hos- 
pitalization and treatment of poliomyelitis sufferers during 1955. 
With the decline in the number of acute cases during 1954 and 
1955, and the gradual decline of post-isolation cases in 1955, the 
provincial expenditure on poliomyelitis hospitalization registered 
a significant drop from 1954 of 42.3%. This is the only service of 
the entire provincial hospitalization program which showed a 
decrease in expenditure during the year. The medical services 
portion of the poliomyelitis program, however, showed a slight 
increase in expenditure over 1954, due to the larger number of 
operations performed on those suffering from the after-effects of 
polio. The vast majority of the patients were treated in the hos- 
pitals at Edmonton, Calgary and Banff. Only a very few polio- 
myelitis patients were treated in the other hospitals, mostly 
during the isolation period. The greatest number of patients were 
treated at the University Hospital in Edmonton. 


The rates paid to hospitals for the isolation and post-isola- 
tion care of poliomyelitis patients remained unchanged from the 
year before and were as follows:

ALBERTA MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL DISTRICTS 


As of December 31, 1955, there are 70 municipal hospital 
districts operating in the province with 55 of them operating 
their own hospitals and the remaining 15 functioning under 
agreements with other hospitals. In 1954, there were 69 munici- 
pal hospital districts. Their number was increased in 1955 by the 
craaonsg! the Banff National Park M.H.D. No. 71, effective July 
Ist, 1955. 


The municipal hospital districts of this province provide a 
comprehensive hospitalization service for their residents under 
the Provincial-Municipal Hospitalization Plan. For details see 
the Provincial-Municipal Hospitalization Plan. 


The district obtains its funds by requisition on the muni- 
cipal units comprising the district. Where they operate a hospital 
they also requisition the contributing municipalities for capital 
cost, debentures and interest as well as any overall deficit that 
may occur. Maternity, pensioner and poliomyelitis. services are 
Ee by the government by direct payments to the district’s 

ospital. 


The total assessable acreage under the Municipal Hospital 
Plan on January 1st, 1955, was 33,785,305 with a total assessed 
value of $453,370,360.00. The total requisitions for all municipal 
hospital districts in 1955 were $2,760,483.37, levied on an average 
mill rate tax of 6.008.

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NURSE EDUCATION PROGRAM 


The nurse education program was implemented on April 1st, 
1953, to encourage young women to enter Schools of Nursing to 
become qualified nurses. The Provincial Government makes a 
grant of $300.00, to a general hospital operating a School of 
Nursing, for each nurse graduated from its School of Nursing, 
and a grant of $100.00 for each nurse graduated from a provin- 
cial mental hospital’s school of nursing, and who received, prior 
to graduation, approximately two years’ education in the general 
hospital’s school of nursing. In return the hospital receiving the 
grant agrees that it will not charge the student any fee nor will 
the student be required to pay for books or uniforms during her 
three years’ education. 


Under this program, a total of $108,000.00 was expended by 
the Provincial Government in 1955 on behalf of 360 graduates 
at $300.00 each and 8 graduates at $100.00 each. There was a 
total of 868 nurses graduated from the 11 schools of nursing 
operated by the general hospitals in the province. There was a 
total of 397 graduated in 1954 and 394 graduated in 1953. 


THE SCHOOL FOR NURSING AIDES, CALGARY, ALBERTA 


This school, which is located at Calgary, and operated by the 
Provincial Department of Health, continued in 1955 with its pro- 
gram of providing training for nursing aides who at the present 
time are being employed in hospitals throughout the province. 
Started originally in 1946 as a means of alleviating the acute 
shortage of nurses existing then, it is helping to meet an ever- 
growing need for nursing personnel in hospitals today. 


The total number of students enrolled at the school during 
the year was 312. The number that completed the course in 1955 
was 270. The following is a list of nursing aides certified since 
the inception of the school:

Of the total certified, 1,015 were employed in Alberta hos-

THE LABORATORY AND X-RAY SCHOOL 


This school was established in Edmonton by the Department 
of Public Health in 1954 to help meet an acute need for X-ray and 
laboratory technicians in small general hospitals. The course, 
which takes six months to complete, commenced on January 1, 
1955. In the first course 15 students were enrolled. Out of these, 
14 were certified. In the second course, which commenced on 
October 1, 1955, 14 students were enrolled. 
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ANNUAL REPORT—1955 VITAL STATISTICS DIVISION 
JOHN COLVILLE, Deputy Registrar General 


The Vital Statistics for the Province of Alberta, for the year 
1955, show very slight decreases in the birth and marriage rates 
and an increase in the death rate. There is a slight increase in the 
maternal death rate and the rate for infant deaths is unchanged. 


The birth rate is practically identical with that of the pre- 
vious year. Alberta’s birth rate is the second highest in Canada 
and can be attributed to the high marriage rate. 


The marriage rate, although being the highest in Canada, is 
less than that for the previous year. The rate has been declining 
slightly for the past nine years. Prosperity in the Province no 
doubt is responsible for the high rate. 


The death rates from epidemic and contagious diseases in 
general, show a decline from the previous year, the notable ex- 
ceptions being Tuberculosis and Measles. Heart Disease is still 
the chief cause of death and is followed by Cancer. 


During the year, 945 legal adoptions, 309 legal change of 
names and 585 change of christian names were filed. The births 
of 84 children were legitimated by the subsequent marriage of 
the parents and 849 delayed registrations of birth were com- 
pleted. 


POPULATION 
The population of the Province of Alberta for the year 1955 
has been estimated by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics as 
1,066,000. All rates in this Report are, therefore, based on that 
figure. 


BIRTHS 

The number of live births registered during the year was 
34,357 and constitutes a birth rate of 32.2 per 1,000 population. 
There was an increase of 764 births over the previous year’s total, 
but due to the increase in population the rate dropped .1 per 
thousand. Of the total births 17,728 were males and 16,629 
females, the ratio being 1,066 males to 1,000 females. There 
were 358 sets of twins and five sets of triplets born during the 
year. Illegitimate births numbered 1,702, an increase of 140 over 
the previous year and constituting a rate of 4.9 per 100 births. 


The number of births registered in the four large cities are 
as follows: Edmonton, 10,503; Calgary, 6,789; Lethbridge, 
1,506; Medicine Hat, 838.

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MARRIAGES 


There were 9,844 marriages registered during the year. This 
is 116 less than the previous year and 205 more than the average 
of the preceding five years. Although the marriage rate has been 
declining during the preceding eight years, Alberta’s 1955 rate 
of 9.2 per 1,000 population is the highest in Canada. 


Of the 9,844 marriages, 306 were Brides of 16 years of age 
and under, 6,762 were between the ages of 17 and 24, and 6 
were 75 years and over. There were 137 Bridegrooms 18 years 
of age and under, 4,739 between the ages of 19 and 24, and 23 
who were 75 years and over, 9,025 of the Bridegrooms were 
Bachelors, 379 were Widowers and 440 divorced. Of the Brides 
8,901 were Spinsters, 471 were widows and 472 divorced. The 
number of marriages registered in the four large cities are as 
follows: Edmonton, 2,930; Calgary, 2,059; Lethbridge, 411; 
Medicine Hat, 261.

DIVORCES 


There were 627 final Decrees of Divorce granted during the 
year, 233 of which were granted to husbands and 394 to wives. 
Eleven Decrees of Nullity were also granted. 


DEATHS 


The deaths of 7,956 persons were registered during the year, 
5,113 of which were males and 2,843 females. There was an in- 
crease of 436 deaths over the previous year and the death rate in- 
creased from 7.2 to 7.5. There were 807 males and 603 females 
80 years and over at the time of death. 


The number of deaths of residents of the four large cities 
were as follows: Edmonton, 1,490; Calgary, 1,474; Lethbridge, 
225; Medicine Hat, 205. The actual number of deaths which 
occurred in these cities were as follows: Edmonton, 2,005; Cal- 
gary, 1,639; Lethbridge, 277; Medicine Hat, 226. 


As in previous years Disease of the Heart still held first 
place amongst the causes of death and accounted for 2,420 deaths 
as compared with 2,345 for the previous year. The rate increased 
a the previous year’s figure of 225 per 100,000 population to 
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The deaths from Cancer are on the increase and numbered 
1,234, with a rate of 116 per 100,000 population as compared to 
1,164 and the rate of 112 for the previous year. 


Deaths from Tuberculosis, all forms, numbered 81 as com- 
pared to 63 for the previous year. Of the total number of deaths 
from this cause 20 were Indians. 


Poliomyelitis deaths declined again this year from the pre- 
vious year’s total of 28 to 8. Pneumonia, all forms, increased 
from 253 to 326 and Influenza from 14 to 44. 


Violent and accidental deaths totaled 768, comprising 222 
deaths from motor vehicle accidents, 35 other transport acci- 
dents, 45 accidental poisoning, 103 accidental falls, 42 accidents 
caused by machinery, 42 accidents caused by fire and explosion of 
combustible material, four accidents caused by hot substances, 
corrosive liquid steam and radiation, 11 accidents caused by fire- 
arms, 61 accidental drownings, 86 all other accidents, 96 suicides 
and 21 homicides.

Of the total deaths 508 
were males and 380 females. Five hundred and thirty-nine deaths 
occurred under the age of 28 days. The infant death rate is 26 
per 1,000 live births, the same as the previous year and the second 
lowest in Canada.

DIVISIONS OF ALBERTA FOR CENSUS AND VITAL 
STATISTICS PURPOSES 


As the Province of Alberta is not divided into Counties, and 
the political divisions are not permanently fixed, it has been 
found advisable to use smaller areas, the Dominion Census Divi- 
sions. 


The Province is divided into 17 census divisions. These divi- 
sions are further subdivided into organized municipal areas. 
These municipal areas, which were each originally within the 
boundaries of a single census division, have been reorganized by 
the Provincial authorities into larger units, and now, in many 
cases, part of the new municipality or improvement district is in 
one census division and part in another. 


The following table shows the census divisions divided into 
municipalities, improvement districts, cities, towns and villages 
with the 1951 and 1941 division population figures.
